Accidental Happenings. 

John Lawson, the “Terrible Swede,” 
fractured Ills shoulder by being thrown 
from his wheel in a race at Kansas 
City. 

Fire destroyed the warehouse of 
Jones Bros.’ Hardware company at 
Little Rock. Ark. The loss is $175,000; 
Insurance, $125,000. 

} An explosion of ammonia, resulting 
from fire, destroyed the big plant of 
the Passaic Beef company, Passaic, 
N. J. The loss was $50,000; covered by 
insurance. 

On a playful wager that he could 
crawl down the wheels of a moving 
* wagon ten-year-old John Rhodes of 
Shelbyville, lnd„ had his head crushed 
so badly he died. 

Peter Schmiduin and Mrs. Gehri, Ills 
sister, aged respectively seventy-nine 
and seventy-four years, were found 
dead at Sandusky, Ohio, by neighbors, 
having been asphyxiated by coal gas. 

From Washington. 

The opinion of the naval board of 
Inspection is that the battleship 
Kentucky is easily a 17-knot ship, al¬ 
though designed for 16 knots. 

Disbursements for bonds at the sub- 
treasury under the call of Secretary 
V Gage were $566,513; total payments to 
{ date $12,619,388.82. The largest single 
offering was $150,000. 

The navy department has accepted 
the torpedo boat Dahlgren. The boat 
on her trial made 30.007 knots per 
hour. The contractors promised 30.5 
knots and lose $5,000 on account of the 
failure. 

The board of United States general 
appraisers calls particular attention to 
the fact that during the last year the 
board has received 21,870 protests 
arising under the provisions of the tar¬ 
iff act of July 24. 1897. aud that the 
nnmber of protests now suspended is 
41,514, of which nearly half arise un¬ 
der the tariff act of 1897. 

The assistant nttorney general for 
the postoffiee department, reporting 
for the fiscal year just closed, an- 
Ounces that out of ninety-nine fraud 
orders issued o'nly nine were for lot¬ 
teries or gift enterprises, showing how 
completely the lottery business of all 
^ kinds has been broken up. 

^ Ambassador Clayton telegraphs from 
the City of Mexico that the Mexican 
government refuses extradition of 
Leonardo Gonzales, a Mexican citizen 
accused of the rape and murder of an 
American woman at Sanders, on the 
Texas side, some months ago, on the 
ground of Insufficient evidence.

Thomas J. Black, who was the col¬ 
lector of customs of the Portland. Ore., 
district during the second Cleveland 
administration, was found dead in his 
room at the Imperial hotel In Portland. 

Henry H. Hall Is dead at liis home in 
Santa Barliarn, Cal. He was assistant 
treasurer of the United States during 
‘ * Lincoln’s administration, and signed 
the first greenback issued by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Lieut W. W. Williams of Asheville, 
fj. C., died in the Medieo-Chlrugical 
hospital at Philadelphia from shock 
consequent upon an operation. Hp was 
a volunteer in the Philippines and was 
•hot in an engagement. 

Robert Weston, a pioneer manufac¬ 
turer of wagons and plows, well known 
to travelers on the Santa Fe, died at 
bis home at Independence, Mo., of 
Bright's disease. He was born In 
Green county, Ky., in 1817. 

Hon. Thomas W. Tipton, who repre¬ 
sented the State of Nebraska in the 
senate for four years, died In Washing- 
, ton in the eighty-fourth year of his 
■✓age. He was a native of Ohio but 
went to Nebraska in 1S58. and since 
Ills retirement from politics has lived 
.In Washington. 

’ Charles Coghlan, the distinguished 
English actor and author, died at Gal¬ 
veston, Tex., of gastritis, aged fifty- 
six years. He had beeu ill in Galves¬ 
ton since his theatrical engagement 
there four weeks oao. His wife was 
at bis bedside when the end came and 
Is prostrated with grief.

It Is reported that Lord Iveagh has 
purchased the Muckross estate which 
includes the Lakes of Kilarney. 

Russia has decided to establish a per¬ 
manent diplomatic agency in Cabul.

In the French chamber of deputies 
the credit for the re-establishment of 
an embassy at the Vatican was voted, 
394 to 202. 

Brazil has rejected the plan of tar¬ 
iffs proposed b.v Italy and France, de¬ 
manding a considerable reduction In 
the duty on imports of coffee, which 
are considered prohibitive. 

Wallace Ross, the ex-oarsman, died 
at Charing Cross hospital, London, af¬ 
ter a brief illness. He bad been at 
the Earlcourt exhibition and was just 
preparing to return home. 

LI Hung Chang’s appointment as 
minister of commerce is regarded as 
distinctly a step in the right direction, 
and as likely to tend to improve for¬ 
eign commercial relations with China. 

The government of Nicaragua has re¬ 
fused to grant a time extension to the 
Maritime Canal company, but has 
agreed to accept arbitration as to the 
concession granted to Eyre and 
Cragin. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Lon¬ 
don Dally Mall says King Humbert 
has invited Emperor William and 
Queen Victoria to go to Bordighora in 
April and both have accepted. The 
queen had originally intended to go to 
Potsdam, but this plan was shelved in 
favor of a meeting in Italy.

TOM REED’S RULES 

WILL BE OBSERVED IN THE HOUSE 
OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Henderson of Ions Unanlmooslr 
Nominated for Speaker toy the 
Republican Caucus — Makes m. 
Speech In Which He Urses Re¬ 
publicans to Stick to Their Posts 
—Grosvenor Re-Elected Chairman 
of the Caucus—Richardson of 
Tennessee Nominated toy Dcnio- 


Washington, Dec. 5.—The caucus of 
tbe house Republicans which assem¬ 
bled in the hall of the house of repre¬ 
sentatives Saturday night was both in¬ 
teresting and important. The selection 
of the candidate for speaker and other 
house officers was a cut-nnd-dried af¬ 
fair. Before tbe adjournment of the 
caucus, after a discussion lnstiug al¬ 
most two hours, the Republican mem¬ 
bers, without a dissenting vote, de¬ 
cided to re-enact the Heed rules. 

The selection of a candidate for 
speaker by the party in power is usu¬ 
ally very animated; but mouths ago 
all the other candidates who entered 
the field after the retirement ol' Speak¬ 
er Reed abandoned tlie cont< »;t. leaving 
Gen. David B. Henderson of Iowa tlie 
unopposed candidate. His nomination 
was therefore a foregone conclusion, 
and he was nominated by acclamation. 

The officers of tlie last house, except 
Col. Russell, the sergeant-at-arms, 
were renominated without opposition, 
as follows: Clerk, Alexander McDow¬ 
ell of Pennsylvania: doorkeeper. W. J. 
Glenn of New York; postmaster. J. C. 
McElroy of Ohio, and chaplain. Ucv. 
Henry Coitdou of Michigan. Col. Rus¬ 
sell was not a candidate for re-election 
and Col. Ilcury A. Cassou of Wiscon¬ 
sin was nominated in his stead. The 
caucus was presided over liy Gen. 
Grosvenor of Ohio, who was re-elected 
chairman of the caucus. Mr. London- 
slager of New oYt'k was re-elected sec¬ 
retary. 

Gen. Henderson's name was present¬ 
ed by Mr. Payne pf New York ami 
seconded by Mr. Hopkins of Illinois., 
both of whom had been candidates 
originally. The roll was uot called. 
The nomination was made by acclama¬ 
tion. Gen. Henderson came to the 
eapitol and remained In the speaker's 
room in the rear of the house lobby 
until after the house officers had been 
selected. Ho was escorted to the ros¬ 
trum of the house by Messrs. Hopkins 
of Illinois, Payne of New York and 
Sherman of New York. Gen. Hender¬ 
son made a brief speech acknowledg¬ 
ing the honor. He dwelt upon the re¬ 
sponsibilities of the party, whose nar¬ 
row majority, he said, required every 
man to keep at his post. 

The Democratic Leader. 

The Democrats of tlie house of rep¬ 
resentatives at their caucus Saturday 
afternoon selwtwl Representative J. 
D. Richardson of Tennessee as their 
candidate for speaker after a spirited 
contest which lasted through six bal¬ 
lots. This carries with it the Demo¬ 
cratic leadership oa the floor. The can¬ 
didates against Mr. Richardson wore 
Representatives De Arniond of Mis¬ 
souri. Bankhead of Alabama and Sulz- 
er of New York. Representative Ilay 
of Virginia was elected chairman of 
the entietis by a vote of 77 to 02 east 
for Mr. McRae of Arkansas. 

The first ballot for speaker resulted: 
Richardson, 43: De Armond, 30; Bank- 
head, 34; Stilzer, 25. The four follow¬ 
ing ballots showed little change. At 
the end of the fifth ballot Mr. Under¬ 
wood of Alabama withdrew Mr. Bank- 
bead’s name, and on tlie first roll rail 
of the sixth ballot about two-thirds of 
Mr. Bankhead’s supporters went to 
Richardson. At the end of the first 
roll call the vote stood: Richardson, 
65: De Armond. 45; Sulzer, 20. Before 
the second roll call began Mr. Sulzer 
withdrew and asked ids friends to 
vote for Richardson. There was a 
general stampede to tlie Tennesseean 
and lie was nominated on the sixth 
ballot, receiving 90 votes against 47 for 
De Armond and 2 for Sulzer. The 
nomination was then made unanimous. 
Mr. Richardson was escorted to the 
hall and made a felicitous speech, 
thanking his colleagues for the honor 
they had conferred upon him. 

SUICIDE OF TWO FARMERS. 

Philo Conyea and Lewis G. Merrill, 
Prosperous Citizen*. Kill Them¬ 
selves Near Belvldere, 111. 

Belvidere, Ill., Dec. 5.—Philo Conyes, 
a wenltliy farmer, committed suicide 
In Capron with a revolver. He was 
eighty years old and had lived here for 
fifty years. Despondency, caused by 
illness, Is given as the cause. He 
leaves a wife and two sous. One of 
the latter Is mayor of Poplar Grove, 
this county. Almost at the same hour 
the lifeless body of Lewis G. Merrill 
was found hanging In bis barn near 
Kingston. He was a prosperous farm¬ 
er, but had become Insnne. He leaves 
a wife aud family. 

WILL SUCCEED CONSUL NACRIM. 

Adelbert F. Ha)-. Son of the Secre¬ 
tary of State, to Go to Sooth Af¬ 
rica. 

Washington. Dec. 5.—The president 
hns designated Adelbert F. Hay to pro¬ 
ceed at once to South Africa as the rep¬ 
resentative of the state department 
and take the place of Mr. Mncrum, the 
present United States consul at Pre¬ 
toria. The state department has yield¬ 
ed to Mr. Mncrum’s repeated appeals 
to be relieved, and lie will not await 
the arrival of Mr. Hay before quitting 
his post. Mr. Ilay is tbe son of the 
secretary of state. 


INVESTMENT FRAUD. 

Application for a Receiver for An¬ 
other of the Get-Rlch-Qnlclc Con- 
cerna. 

Chicago. Dec. 6.—On the petition of 
a stockholder Judge Gibbons appoint¬ 
ed John F. O'Donnell receiver for the 
Combination Investment company, a 
commission and brokerage concern or¬ 
ganized last July. It is alleged that 
large sums of money have been re¬ 
ceived from investors from various 
parts of tlie country, which have been 
used in specula lion in bucket shops. 
It is also charged iu the petition that 
investors have been paid about $20,- 
00ft purporting to have been realized on 
tlieir investments, but that in reality 
the money was the principal advanced 
by other customers. It is also claimed 
that the officers of the company, with¬ 
out consent of the stockholders or di¬ 
rectors, permitted speculation with the 
money received from customers, and 
.’hut $100,000 had been lost or disposed 
of. Assets are placed at $50,000. On 
final hearing the court is petitioned to 
annul the charter of the company and 
decree its dissolution. 


CONVICTS’ BLOODY FIGHT. 

Two Prisoners Flulit In the “De¬ 
mons’ ” Caste of tlie Ohio Peniten¬ 
tiary. 

Columbus. Ohio, Dec. 0.—There was 
a terrific battle in the “Demon’s” cage 
at the Ohio penitentiary yesterday in 
which Frank O’Neill, the Cleveland 
prisoner who killed Guard Lauder- 
bnugh a year ago. was nearly stabbed 
to death by Otis Hurley of Dayton. 
Both of the men have been confined in 
the cage because of tlieir murderous 
disposition and have quarreled almost 
continuously since they have been to¬ 
gether. Hurley bad fashioned a dag¬ 
ger out of a heavy piece of wire and 
attacked O’Neill while the latter was 
asleep. Hurley had inflicted a half- 
dozen wounds with the weapon when 
it stuck in the bone of O'Neill's shoul¬ 
der aud broke at the hilt. Hurley 
claims O’Neill had threatened to kill 
him and that the stabbing was done 
In self defense. Hurley was “padded 
and put through the ducking tub” and 
his good time canselled. 11c is far 
from being penitent, however, and 
threatens to raw the assault at tlie 
first opportunity. O'Neill is iu a crit¬ 
ical condition.

I he 
song liad beeu exposed ill many shops 
and kiosks.

MR. ROBERTS' CASE 


TO RE INVESTIGATED BY A COM¬ 
MITTEE. 

Hota*e Adopt, the Taylor Re.olo- 
11 on n by a Vote of t)02 to 30— Con¬ 
sideration of the Resolution. 
Overshadows the Heading of the' 
President's Message — Roberts 
Speaks In His Own Behalf—Sena¬ 
tors Retire to the Cloak Room 
Daring the Reading of the Mes- 


Washington, Dec. 6— After an inter¬ 
est ing debate of three hours yesterday 
by a vote of 302 to 30 the house adopt¬ 
ed the resolution offered by Mr. Taylor 
of Ohio for the appointment of a spe¬ 
cial committee to investigate the 
charges against Brigham H. Roberts, 
the Mormon representative-elect from 
Utah. Previously the house had re¬ 
jected a substitute resolution offered 
by Mr. Richardson, the leader of the 
minority, to allow Mr. Roberts to be 
sworn in and to send the whole case 
to tlie judiciary committee. This sub¬ 
stitute resolution, however, by no 
menns commanded the full Democrat¬ 
ic strength. Only 37 members voted 
for It. Of the 30 who voted against 
the Taylor resolution all were Demo¬ 
crats except Mr. Loud of California, 
ltep.. and Mr. Newlands of Nevada. 
Silverite. By the terms of the resolu¬ 
tion Sir. Roberts is not only excluded 
from all participation in the proceed¬ 
ings of the house until the committee 
reports and the house passes upon Ids 
ease, but lie is denied a seat in the 
ball. Whether this will lie interpreted 
to deny him admission within the 
chamber pending the disposition of his 
case is yet to lie derided. 

The reading of the president's mes¬ 
sage was completely overshadowed by 
the dramatic proceedings which re- 
stilted in the action of the house. The 
galleries were thronged with specta¬ 
tors. mostly women, who sal patiently 
through the three weary hours tlmt 
preceded the debate and then waited 
oil three hours more until it was eon- 
eluded. Tlie most remarkable feature 
of the debate was the fact that Mr. 
Roberts' presentation of Ids own case, 
whieh lasted almost an hour, became 
so impressive that lie wen tlie sympa¬ 
thies of many in the galleries, and lie 
was several times showered with ap¬ 
plause. It was apparent lie realized 
tlie house vas overwhelmingly against 
him. and at times he spoke fiercely 
and defiantly. Mr. Taylor conducted 
the ease upon liis side. Mr. Richard¬ 
son championed his resolution. Dur¬ 
ing tin 1 debate Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio 
rose to indignantly repo! an Insinua¬ 
tion of Mr. Roberts that the president 
had knowingly appointed men guilty 
of polygamy to federal office in I’tah. 

In (he Senate. 

Yesterday’s m'ssIiir of tin* senate 
lasted two hours and forty minutes, 
practically the entire time being con¬ 
sumed in tlie reading of the president's 
message. The reading was largely per¬ 
functory. few senators according it 
any attention. 

The announcement of the dearii of 
Senator-elect Mmiro Hayward of Ne¬ 
braska was received by the senate 
with sincere regret. Although lie was 
not officially a member of the body lie 
was well known to many of the sena¬ 
tors and by them was held in high re¬ 
gard. At the conclusion of tlie read¬

Harry H. Charles, of Quincy, Ill., has 
submitted a novel plan to the post- 
office plan for a C. O. D. department in 
connection with the proposed parcel 
post delivery.

■with rocks and snags. 


It is reported that the United States 
•department of agriculture Is actively 
engaged in originating an orange that 
will bear a greater degree of frost than 
any now grown. At first sight this 
feat might appear difficult to accom¬ 
plish, but when we remember that we 
•have apples that will not stand severe 
•climatic conditions, and that apples 
have been produced that will stand 
such conditions, we see that there is 
hope. To illustrate: The best apples 
. of the eastern states, such as the Bald¬ 
win, will not grow at all in some 
western states. It has taken years to 
•develop apples like the Wealthy that 
will stand. We might also mention the 
Ben Davis, which grows abundantly all 
•over the west and resists all kinds ol 
bard conditions. So the government 
may succeed in its undertaking. 


Carbolic acid poisoning cases have 
become so common in every communi¬ 
ty as to suggest an investigation of 
drug-store practice in this direction. 
•It should not be easy to obtain so dead¬ 
ly an article. But Ella Hyland, a 14 
year old Chicago school girl, died from 
the effects of this poison, 
which she had little difficulty 
in obtaining. Such a case is 
a striking comment on the indis¬ 
criminate sale of this dangerous drug. 
In the face of the law prohibiting the 
sale of poisons without du^ precaution, 
it seems astonishing that a young girl 
should have purchased a quantity of 
this acid sufficient to destroy life. The 
unfortunate child stated that the acid 
was to be used for removing stains 
from a floor. Though cognizant that 
it could be needed for no such purpose 
the drug clerk, with a commonplace 
warning, handed the child the means 
•of destroying her life.

Attention of Congress In¬ 
vited to riany Impor¬ 
tant Matters. 


Washington. Dee. 6.—Followl.ig Is the text 
of President McKinlev’s menace, read to-day 
In both houses of congress: 

To the senate and house of representatives: 
At the threshhold of your deliberations you 
are called to mourn with vour countrymen the 
death of Vice President Hol*art. who passed 
from this life on the morning of Nov. 21 lost. 
His great soul now rests in eternal peace. His 
private life was pure and elevated, while his 
public career was ever distinguished by large 
canecitv. stainless intearitv and exalted 
motives. -He has been removed from the high 
oltlee which he honored and dignified. but his 
lofty character, his devotion to duty, his h'on- 
estv of purpose and noble virtues remain with 
us as a priceless legacy and example. 

The Fifty-sixth Congronn convenes 
In ita first regular session with the 
conntry In a condition of uiidniioI 
prosperity, of universal good will 
among: the people at home, and in 
relations of peace and frlendmliip 
with every government of the 
world. 

Our foreign commerce has shown great In¬ 
crease In volume and value. The combined 
Imports and exports for th» year are the larg¬ 
est ever shown by a single year in all our 
history. Our exports for 1890 alone exceeded 
by more than a billion dollars our Imports 
and exports combined In 1870. Vhc imports 
per capita are 20 per cent less than In 1870, 
while the exports per capita are ."»8 per cent 
more than In 1870. showing the enlarged 
capacity of the United States to satlsi.* the 
wants of Its own Increasing population, us w»U 
as to contribute to those ot the peoples of 
other nations. 

Exports of agricultural products were $784,- 
770,142. Of manufactured products we ex¬ 
ported in value $339,502,140, being larger than 
any previous year. It is a noteworthy fact 
that the only years In all our history when 
the products of our manufactories sold abroad 
exceeded those bought abroad were 1MJ8 and 
1890. 


GOVERNMENT FINANCES. 


Flgnres Given Showing Them to Be 
In Splendid Condition. 

Government receipts from all sources for 
ths fiscal year ended June 30, 1899, Including 
$11.798,314.14, part payment of the Central 
Pacific railroad Indebtedness, aggregated 7010,- 
082.004..15. Customs receipts were $200,128.- 
481.7ft. and those from Internal revenue $275,- 
437.101.51. For the fiscal year the expendi¬ 
tures were $700.093,504.02. leaving a deficit 
of $89,111,559.07. 

The secretary of the treasury estimates that 
the receipts for the current fiscal y?ar will 
aggregate $040,958,112, and upon the basis of 
present appropriations a surplus of $040,000,- 
000 . 

For the fiscal year ended June 30. 1899, the 
Internal revenue receipts were increased about 
$1041.000.000. 

The present gratifying strength of the 
treasury Is shown by the fact that on Dec. 1, 
1899. the available cash balance was $278,- 
004,837.72, of which $239.744.i>nft.30 was In 
gold coin and bullion. The conditions of con¬ 
fidence which prevail throughout the country 
have brought gold into more general use, and 
customs receipts are now almost entirely’paid 
In that coin. 

The strong condition of the treasury with re¬ 
aped to cash on hand and the favorable 
showing made by the revenues have made It 
possible for the secretary of the treasury‘to 
take action under the provisions of section 
3004, Revised Statutes, relating to the Blnk- 
lng fund. 

Receipts Exceeded Expenditures 

for the first five months of the* current fiscal 
year by $13,413,889.91, and. as mentioned 
above, the secretary of the treasury estimates 
that there will be a surplus of approximately 
$40.0U0,0U0 nt the end of the year. Under 
such conditions it was deemed advisable and 
proper to resume compliance with the pro¬ 
visions of the sinking fund law, which for 
eight years has not been done because of de¬ 
ficiencies In the revenues. The treasury de¬ 
partment therefore offered to purchase during 
November $2ft.000.000 of the 5 per cent loan 
of 191)4, or the 4 per cent funded loan of 
1907, at the current market price. The amount 
offered and purchased during November was 
$18,408,000. The premium paid by the gov¬ 
ernment on such purchases was $2,203,521. and 
the net saving in Interest was about $2,885.- 
000. The success of this operation was suf¬ 
ficient to Induce the government to continue 
the offer to purchase bonds to ar.d Including 
the 23d day of December. Instant, unless the 
remainder of the $25,000,000 called for should 
'be present’d In tho meantime for redemption.

ed States bonds and to employ sneb 
other effective means as may be 
necessary to these ends. 

The authority should Include the power to 
sell bonds on long and short time, as con¬ 
ditions may require, and should provide for 
a rate of Interest lower than that fixed by 
the act of Jan. 14, 1875. While there 1 b now 
no commercial fright which withdraws gold 
from the government, but, on the contrary, 
such widespread confidence that gold seeks 
the treasury, demanding paper money in ex¬ 
change, yet the very situation points to the 
present as the most fitting time to make ade¬ 
quate provision to Insure the continuance of 
The Gold Standard 
and of public confidence in the ability and 
purpose of the government to meet all its 
obligations in the money which the civilized 
world recognizes as the best. The financial 
transactions of the government are conducted 
upon a gold basis. We receive gold when we 
sell United States bonds and use gold for 
their payment. We arc maintaining the parity 
of all the money issued or coined by author¬ 
ity of the government. We are doing these 
things with the means at hand. Happily at 
tho present time, we are not compelled to 
resort to loans to supply gold. It has been 
done in the paM. however, and may have 
to be icw in the future. 

It Dehooves us. therefore, to provide at once 
the best means to meet the emergency when It 
arises, and the best means are those which 
are the most certain and economical. Those 
now authorized have the virtue neither of di¬ 
rectness or economy. We have olrcady elim¬ 
inated one of the causes of our financial plight 
and embarrassment during the years 1803, 1894. 
1895 and 1890. Our receipts now equal our 
expenditures; deficit revenues no longer cre¬ 
ate alarm. Let us remove the only remain¬ 
ing cause by conferring the full and neces¬ 
sary power on the secretary of the treasury 
and Impose on him the duty to uphold the 
present gold standard and preserve the coins 
of the two metals on n parity with each 
other, which is the repeatedly declared policy 
of the United States. 

In this connection I repent n»y for¬ 
mer reconimendntionN that n por¬ 
tion of the gold holding* nlmll be 
placed In a trout fund, from which 
greenbacks slinll be redeemed upon 
presentation, bnt xvlien once re¬ 
deemed shall not thereafter he paid 
oat except for g;olil. 


MERCHANT MARINE. 


Cangress Urged to Strenirthea Onr 
Power 1 pon the Sea. 


The value of an American merchant marine 
to the extension of our commercial trade and 
the strengthening of our power upon the sea 
Invites the immediate action of congress. 
Our national development will be one-sided 
and unsatisfactory ro long as the remarkable 
growth of our Inland industries remains unac¬ 
companied by progress on the seas. There is 
no lack of constitutional authority for legis¬ 
lation. which shall give to the country mari¬ 
time strength commensurate with Its Industrial 
achievements and with Its rank among the 
nations of the earth. 

The past year has recorded exceptional act¬ 
ivity in our ship yards, and the promises of 
continual prosperity in shipbuilding are abun¬ 
dant. Advanced legislation for the protection 
of our sramcn has been enacted. Our coast 
trade, under regulations wisely framed at tho 
beginning of the government and since, shows 
results for the past fiscal year unequaled In 
our records or those of any other power. We 
shall fall to realize our opportunities, however. 
If we complacently regard only matters at 
home and blind ourselves to the necessity of 
securing our share in the valuable carrying 
trade of the world. 

Last year American vessels transported a 
smaller share of our exports and imports 
than during any former year In all our his¬ 
tory,- and the measure of our dep’hdence 
upon foreign shipping was painfully mani¬ 
fested to our people. Without any choice of 
our own, but from necessity, the departments 
of the government charged with military and 
naval operations In the East and West In¬ 
dies had to obtain from foreign flags mer¬ 
chant vessels essential for those operations. 

The other great nations have not hesitated 
to adopt the required means to develop their 
shipping ns a factor In national defense and 
as one of the surest and speediest means of 
obtaining for their producers a share in for¬ 
eign markets. Like vigilance and effort on our 
part cannot fall to Improve our situation, 
which in regarded with humiliation at home 
and with surprise abroad. Even the seeming 
sacrifices, which at the beginning may be In¬ 
volved, will be offset later by more than 
equivalent gains. 

The expense Is as nothing compared to ths 
advantage to be achieved. The re-cstabllsh- 
ment of our merchant marine involves In a 
large msapufe our continued industrial prog¬ 
ress and the extension of our commercial tri¬ 
umphs. 1 am satisfied the judgment of the 
country favors the policy of aid to our mer¬ 
chant marine, which will broaden our com¬ 
merce and markets and upbuild our sea-carry¬ 
ing capacity for the products of agriculture 
and manufacture; which, with the Increase 
of our navy, mean more work and wages to 
our countrymen, an well os a safeguard to 
American interests In every part of the world. 


AS TO TRUSTS: 


Congreas Should Ennct More Strin¬ 
gent Lawn for Their Control. 


Recommendation* for the Support 
of the Present Gold Standard. 

Increased activity In Industry, with lts wel¬ 
come attendant—a larger employment for labor 
at higher wages—gives to the body of the 
people a larger power to absorb the circu¬ 
lating medium. It Is further true that year 
by year, with larger areas of land under culti¬ 
vation. and increasing volumes of .agricultural 
products, cotton .com and wheat, calls for 
a larger volume of money supply. This Is 
especially noticeable .at the crop harvesting 
and crop moving period. 

In the earlier history the national banking 
act seemed to prove a reasonable avenue 
through which needful wddRions to (the clrcu-J 
latlon could from time to time be made. 
Changing conditions have apparently rendered 
It now Inoperative to that end.' The high mar¬ 
gin In bond securities required, resulting from 
large premiums which government bonds com¬ 
mand In the market, or the tax on note Is¬ 
sues. or both operating together, appear to 
be the Influences which impair its public 
•utility. 

The attention of congress Is respectfully in¬ 
vited to this Important matter, with the view 
of ascertaining whether or not such reason¬ 
able modifications can be made in the na¬ 
tional banking act as will render Its service 
In the particular* here referred to more re- 


I spotksive to the people's needs. I again urge 
' that national banks be authorized to organize 


with a capital of $25,000. 

' I urgently recommend that to nap- 


port the existing; if old standard, and 
to maintain “the parity In value 
of the coin* of the two metal* (gold 
and *llver> and the equal power 
of every dollar at all time* la the 
market and In the payment of 
debt*/’ the secretary of the treas¬ 
ury be fflven additional power and 
charged frith the doty to *ell Unit- 


Combinations of capital organized into trusts 
to control the conditions of trade among our 
citizens, to stifle competition, limit production 
and determine the prices of products used and 
consumed by the people, are Justly provoking 
public discussion, and should early claim the 
attention of the congress. 

The industrial commission, created by the 
act of the congress of June 18. 1898. has been 
engaged in extended hearings upon the dis¬ 
puted questions involved in the subject of com¬ 
binations In restraint of trade and competition. 
They have not yet' completed their investiga¬ 
tion of this subject, and the conclusions and 
recommendations at which they may arrive 
are undetermined. 

The subject is one giving rls* to many di¬ 
vergent views ns to the nature and Variety or 
cause and extent of the Injuries to the public 
which may icsult from largs combinations con¬ 
centrating more or less numerous enterprises 
and establishments, which prevlouly to the 
formation of the combination were carried on 
separately. 

It I* universally conceded that 
combination* which engronN or con¬ 
tra! of the market of any particular 
kind of merchandlMc or commodity 
necc**ary to the general community, 
by MoppreuNlng natural and or¬ 
dinary competition, whereby price* 
nre unduly enhanced to the general 
consumer, are obnoxious not only 
to the common law bat al*o to the 
public welfare. There mn*t be a 
remedy for the evil*, Involved In 
■ ueh orgnlnzatlon*. 

If the present law can br extended more 
certainly to control or check these monopolies 
or trusts, it should be done without delay. 
Whatever power the congress possessees over 
this most important subject should be prompt¬ 
ly ascertained and asserted. 

President Harrison, in his annual message 
of Dec. 3. 1889. says: 

• Earnest attention should be given by con¬ 
gress to a consideration of the question how 
fur the restraint of those combinations of 
capital commonly called ‘trusts' Is matter of 
federal jurisdiction. When organized, as they 
often arc. to crush out nil healthy competition 
and to monopolize the production or said of 
an article of commerce and general necessity, 
they are dangerous conspiracies against tha 
public good, and should be made the subject 
of prohibitory and even oennl legislation." 

An Act to Protect Trade and Com¬ 


merce 

against unlawful restraints and monopolies 
was panned by congress on the 2.1 of July, 
1890. The provisions of this statute are com¬ 
prehensive and stringent. It declares every 
contract or combination, in the form of a 
trust or otherwise, or conspiracy In the re¬ 
straint of trade or commerce among the sev¬ 
eral states or with foreign nations, to be un¬ 
lawful. It denominates as a crlmlnnl every 
person who makes any such contract or en¬ 
gages In any such combination or conspiracy, 
and provides a punishment by fine or impris¬ 
onment. It Invests the several circuit courts 
of the United Staten with jurisdiction to pre¬ 
vent and restrain violations of the act. and 
makes It the duty of the several United 
States district attorneys, under the direction 
of the attorney general, to institute proceed¬ 
ings In equity to prevent and restrain such 
violations. 

It further confers upon any person who 
shall ba Injured In his business or propetty 
by any ether person or corporation by reason 
of anything forbidden or declared to be un¬ 
lawful by the act the power to sue therefor 
in any circuit court of the United States 
without respect to the amount In controversy, 
and to recover three-fold the damages by him 
•ustnlned, and the costs of the suit. Includ¬ 
ing reasonable attorney fees. It will be per¬ 
ceived that the act Is aimed at every kind of 
combination In the nature of a trust or mon¬ 
opoly In restraint of Interstate or international 
commerce. The prosecution by the United 
States of offenses under the net of 1890 
Ha* Been Frequently Resorted to 
In the federal courts, and notable efforts In 
the restraint of Interstate commerce, such as 
the trans-Missouri freight association and the 
joint traffle association, have been success¬ 
fully opposed and suppiessed. 

President Cleveland In his annual message 
of Des. 7, 1890—more than six years subse¬ 
quent to the enactment of this law—after 
Hating the evils of these trust combinations, 
says: 

"Though congress has attempted to deal 
with this matter by legislation, the laws 
passed for that purpose thus far have proved 


Ineffective, not because of any lack of dispo¬ 
sition or attempt to enforce them, but simply 
because the laws themselves as Interpreted by 
the courts do not reach tho difficulty. If the 
insufficiencies of existing laws can be remedied 
ty further legislation. It should be done. 
The fact must be recognized, however, that 
all federal legislation on this subject may 
fall short of Its purpose because of Inherent 
obstacles, and also because of the complex 
character of our government system, which, 
while making the federal authority supreme 
within Its sphere, has carefully limited that 
sphere by metes and bounds which cannot 
be transgressed. The decision of our highest 
court on this precise question renders It quite 
doubtful whether the evils of trusts and mon¬ 
opolies can be adequately treated through 
federal action, unless they seek directly and 
purposely to Include In their objects trans¬ 
portation or intercourse between states or 
between the United States and foreign coun- 

"It does now follow, however, that this Is 
the limit of the remedy that may bo applied. 
Even though It may be found that federal 
authority Is not broad enough to fully reach 
the case, there can be no doubt of the power 
of the several states to act effectively in the 
premises, and there should be no reason to 
doubt their willingness to judiciously exercise 
such power." 

The State Legislation 

to which President Cleveland looked for re¬ 
lief from the evils of trusts has failed to 
accomplish fully that object. This Is probablv 
due to a great extent to the fact that dif¬ 
ferent states take different views as to the 
proper way to discriminate between evil and 
injurious combinations and those associations 
which are beneficial and necessary to the 
business prosperity of the country. The great 
diversity of treatment in different states aris¬ 
ing from this cause and Ihe Intimate relations 
of all parts of the country to each other with¬ 
out regarding state lines in the conduct of 
business have made the enforcement of state 
laws difficult. 

It Is apparent that uniformity of legislation 
noon this subject In the several states is much 
to bo desired. It is to be hoped that such 
uniformity founded In a wise and Just dis¬ 
crimination between what is injurious and 
what Is useful and necessary In business oper¬ 
ations may be obtained, and that moans may 
be found for the congress within the limita¬ 
tions of its constitutional power so to supple¬ 
ment an effective code of state legislation 
as to make a complete system of laws through¬ 
out the United States adequate to compel a 
general observance of the salutary rules to 
which I have referred. 

The whole question is so Important and far- 
reaching that I am sure no part of It will bo 
lightly considered, but every phase of It will 
have the studied deliberation of the congress, 
resulting in wise and judicious action. 


PEACE WITH THE WORLD. 


No Dlntnrlmnce In Our Relation* 
With Other Nation*. 

A review of our relations with foreign states 
is presented, with such recommendations as 
are deemed aDurooriate. 

The long-pending boundary dispute between 
tho Argentine Republic and Chile was settled 
In March last by the award of un arbitration 
commission, on which the United States min¬ 
ister at Buenos Ayres served as umpire. Prog¬ 
ress has been made toward the conclusion or 
a convention of extradition with the Argentine 
Republic. Having been advised and consented 
to by the United Slates and ratified by Ar¬ 
gentina. it only awaits the arijustnfent of 
some slight chances in tho t»xt berore ex¬ 
change. 

In rav last annual mossier* 1 adverted to 
the claim of the Austro-Hungarian govern¬ 
ment for indemnity for the killing of certain 
Austrian and Hungarian subjects by the au¬ 
thorities of the State of Pennsylvania, at 
L&ttlmer. while suppressing an unlawful 
tumult of miners. Sept. 10, 1897. In view of 
the verdict of acquittal rendered by the couit 
before which the sheriff ana his deputies were 
tried for murder, and following the established 
doctrine that the government may not be held 
accountable for injuries suffered by individuals 
at the hands of the public authorities whlla 
acting In the line of duty In suppressing dis¬ 
turbance of the public peace, this government, 
after due consideration of the claim advanced 
by the Austro-Hungarian government, 

Wa* constrained to decline liability 
to Indemnify the sufferer*. 

It Is gratifying to be able to announce that 
the Belgian government has mitigated the re¬ 
strictions on the importation of cattle from the 
United States, to which 1 referred in my lost 
annual message. 

Having been Invited by Belgium to partici¬ 
pate in a congress held at Brussels, to revise 
the provisions of the general act of July 2. 
1890, for the repression of the African slave 
trade, to which the United States was a signa.- 
tory party, this government preferred not to 
be represented by a plenipotentiary, but re¬ 
served the right of accession to the result. 
Notable change* were made, thou* especially 
concerning this country being In the line of the 
Increased restriction of the deleterious trade of 
spirituous liaunrs with the native tribes, 
which this government ha* from the outset 
urgently advocated. The amended general act 
will be laid before the senute. with a view to 
its advice and consent. 

Early in the year the peaca of Bolivia was 
disturbed by a successful insurrection. The 
United States minister remained at his post, 
attending to the American interests in that 
quarter, and using besides his good offices for 
the protection of the Interests of British sub¬ 
jects in tlie absence of their national repre¬ 
sentative. On the establishment of the new 
government our minister was directed to enter 
Into relations therewith. Gen. Pando was 
elected president of Bolivia on Oct. 23. 

Our representatives have been Instructed to 
use all permissible friendly endeavors to In¬ 
duce the government of Bolivia to amend its 
marriage laws so as to give legal status to 
the non-Cath"ollc and civil marriages of aliens 
within its Jurisdiction, and strong hopes are 
entertained that the Bolivian law In this re¬ 
gard will be brought, as was that of Peru 
many years ago .Into harmony with the 
General Practice of Modern State*. 

A convention of extradition with Brazil, 
oigned May 14. 1897. has been ratified by the 
Brazilian legislature. During the past sum¬ 
mer two national ships of the United Mates 
have visited Brazilian ports on a friendly 
mission and been cordially received. l*ho 
voyage of the Wilmington up the Amazon 
river gave rise to a passing misunderstanding, 
owing to confusion in obtaining permission 
lo visit the interior and make surveys In 
the general interest of navigation, but the 
Incident found a ready adjustment in harmony 
with the close relations of amity which this 
government has always sedulously sought to 
cultivate with the commonwealths of the west¬ 
ern continent. 

The claim growing out of the seizure of the 
American-owned newspaper, the Panama Star 
and Herald, by the authorities of Colombia, 
has been settled, after a controversy of sev¬ 
eral years, bv an agreement assessing at $30.- 
000 the indemnity to be paid by the Colombian 
government, in three Installments of $10,000 
each. 

The good will of Colombia toward our coun¬ 
try has been testified anew by the cordial 
attention of facilities to the Nicaraguan canal 
commission in their approaching investigation 
of the Panama canal and other projected 
routes across the Isthmus of Darien. 

Toward the end of October an Insurrectionary 
disturbance developed In the Colombian re¬ 
public. This movement has thus far not at¬ 
tained any decisive result and is still In 
progress. 

Discussion of the questions raised by ths 
action of Denmark In imposing restrictions 
on the importation of American meats has con¬ 
tinued without substantial result in our favor. 
Saato Domingo Revolution. 

The neighboring Island republic of Santo 
Domingo has lately been the ecene of revolu¬ 
tion, following a long period nf tranquility. 
It began with the killing of President H«-r*aux 
in July last and culminated In tho itlinqulsh- 
uient by the succeeding vice president of the 
reins of government to the insurgents. The 
first act of the provisional government was 
the calling of a presidential and constituent 
election. Juan Isidro Jimlm:z. having been 
elected president, r/as inaugurated on the 
14th of November. Relations have been en¬ 
tered into with the newly established govern¬ 
ment. 

The experimental association of Nicaragua. 
Honduras and Salvator, under the title of 
the Greater Republic of Central America, 
when apparently on the threshold of a com¬ 
plete federal organization by the adoption of 
a national legislature. wat> disrupted in the 
last davs of November, 1898. by the with¬ 
drawal of Salvator. Thereupon Nicaragua and 
Honduras abandoned the joint compact, each 
resuming its former Independent sovereignty. 
This was followed by the reception of Minis¬ 
ter Merry by the republics of Nicaragua and 
Salvator, while Minister Hunter In turn pre¬ 
sented his credential* to the government of 
Honduras, thus reverting to the old distribu¬ 
tion of the dlplomitli agencies of the United 
States In Central America for which our ex¬ 
isting statute* provide. A Nicaraguan en¬ 
voy has been accredited to the United States. 


NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Importance of the Project I* A grain 
Urged br the President. 

An Insurrectionary movement, under Gen. 
Reyes, broke out at Blupflclds In February 
last, and for a time exercised actual control 
In the Mosquito territory. Tho Detroit waa 
piomptly sent thither for tho protection of 
American Interests. After a few weeks the 
Reyes government renounced tho conflict, giv¬ 
ing place to tho restored supremacy of 
Nicaragua. During tho Interregnum certain 
public dues accruing under Nicaraguan law 
were collected from American merchants by 
the authorities for the time being in effective 
administrative control. Upon the titular gov¬ 
ernment regaining power a second payment of 
these dues was demanded. Controversy arose 
touching the validity of the original payment 
of the debt to the defacto regent of the terri¬ 
tory. Ad a/rangement was effected in April 


lut by the United Et»te» minister »nd the 
. foreign secretary of Nicaragua whereby tn* } 
! amounts of the duplicate payments were de¬ 
posited with the British consul pending an ad¬ 
justment of the matter by direct agreement 
between the governments of the United States 
and Nicaragua. The controversy la still un¬ 
settled. 

The contract of the Maritime Canal com¬ 
pany of Nicaragua was declared forfeited by 
the Nicaraguan government on the 10th of Oc¬ 
tober on the ground of non-fulfillment within 
the ten years’ term stipulated in the contract. 
The Marltlmo Canal company has lodged a 
protest against this action, alleging rights In 
the premises, which appear worthy of con¬ 
sideration. This government expects that 
Nicaragua will afford the protestants a full 
and fair hearing upon 

The merit* of the case. 

Tho Nicaragua canal commission, which had 
been engaged upon the work of examination 
and survey for a ship canal routs across 
Nicaragua, having completed Its labors and 
made Its report, was dissolved on May 31, 
and on June 10 a new commission, known as 
tho Isthmian canal commission, was organized 
under tho terms of the act approved March 3, 
1899, for the purpose of examining the Ameri¬ 
can isthmus with a view to determining the 
most practicable and feasible route for a snip 
canal across that Isthmus, with its probable 
cost, and other essential details. 

This commission, under the presidency of 
Rear Admiral John G. Walker, U. S. N. (re¬ 
tired). entered promptly upon the work en¬ 
trusted to it, and is now carrying on exam¬ 
inations In Nicaragua along the route of the 
Panama canal, and In Darien from the At¬ 
lantic, in neighborhood of the Atrato river, 
to the Bay of Panama, on the Pacific side. 
Good progress has been made, but under tho 
law a comprehensive and complete investiga¬ 
tion is called for, which will require much 
labor and considerable time for Its accom¬ 
plishment. The work will be prosecuted as 
expeditiously as possible and a report made at 
the earliest practicable date. 

The Great Importance of Tht* Work 
cannot be too often or too strongly pressed 
upon the attention of the congress. In my 
message of u year ago I expressed iny views 
of the necessity of a canal which would link 
the two great oceans, to which I again In¬ 
vite your consideration. The reasons then pre¬ 
sented for early action arc even stronger now. 

A pleasing Incident in the relations of this 
government with that of Chile occurred in 
the generous assistance given to the warship 
Newark when in distress In Chilean waters. 
Not alone In this way has the friendly dis¬ 
position of Chile found expression. That coun¬ 
try has acceded to the convention for the es¬ 
tablishment of the bureau of the American 
republics, in which organization every inde¬ 
pendent state of the contlntnt new shares. 

The exchange of ratifications of a conven¬ 
tion for the revival of the United States and 
Chilean claims commission and for the ad¬ 
judication of claims heretofore presented but 
not determined during the life of the pre¬ 
vious commission has been delayed by reason 
of the necessity for fresh action by the Chilean 
senate upon the amendments attached to the 
ratification of the treaty by the United States 
senate. This formality is soon to be accom¬ 
plished. 


TRADE WITH CHINA. 


America** Commercial Rights Will 
Be Maintained. 

In view of disturbances in the populous 
provinces of Northern China, where are many 
of our citizens, and of the imminence of dis¬ 
order near the capital and toward the sea¬ 
board, a guard of marines was landed from the 
Boston and stationed during last winter in the 
legation compound at Peking. With the 
restoration of order this guard was withdrawn. 

The interests of our citizens in that vast 
empire have not been neglected during the 
past year. Adequate protection has been se¬ 
cured for our missionaries and some injuries 
to their property have been radressed. 

American capital has sought and found 
various opportunities of competing $o carry 
out tho Internal improvements which the im¬ 
perial government is wisely encouraging and 
to develop the natural resources of the em¬ 
pire. Our trade with China has continued to 
grow, and our commercial rights under ex¬ 
isting treaties have been everywhere main¬ 
tained during the past year, as they will bo 
in the future. 

The extension of the area open to interna¬ 
tional foreign settlement at Shanghai and the 
opening at the ports of Nanking, Tslng-Tuo 
(Kloo Chao) and Ta-Llen-Wan to foreign 
trade and settlement will doubtless afford 
American enterprise additional facilities and 
new fields of which it will not be slow to 
take advantage. 

In my message to congress of Dec. 5. 1898. 
I urged that th9 recommendation which had 
been made to. the speaker of the house of 
representatives by the secretary of the treasury 
on th 14th of June, 1898, for an appropriation 
for a commission to study the commercial and 
industrial conditions of the Chinese empire 
and report as to the opportunities for. and 
obstacles to. the enlargement of markets In 
China for the raw products and manufactures 
of the United States, should receive at your 
hands the consideration which its importance 
and timeliness merited, but the congress failed 
to take action. I now renew this recommenda¬ 
tion, as the importance of the suggestion has 
steadily grown since It was first submitted to 
you, and no timo should be lost in studying 
for ourselves the resources of this great field 
for American trade and enterprise. 


FRANCE AND AMERICA. 


Illatorle Tie* Between (lie Two Re¬ 
public* Remain Unbroken. 

The death of President Fnure In February 
last called forth those sincere expressions of 
sympathy which befit tlie relations of two re¬ 
publics as closely allied by unbroken his¬ 
toric ties os are the United States and France. 

Preparations for the representation of the 
Industries, arts and products of the United 
States at the world’s exposition to be held In 
ParlB next year continue on an elaborate an* 
ccfi*prehepslv« scale, thanks to the generous 
appropriation provided by congress and to the 
friendly interest the French government has 
shown in furthering a typical exhibit of Amer¬ 
ican progress. 

There hus been allotted to the United Slate-* 
a considerable addition of space, which, while 
placing our country in the first rank among 
exnibltors. does not suffice to meet the In¬ 
creasingly urgent demands of our manufactur¬ 
ers* The efforts of the commissioner-general 
are ably directed toward n strictly represen¬ 
tative display of all thnt most characteris¬ 
tically marks American achievement In th*i 
Inventive arts, and most adequately shows the 
excellence of 

A number of Important International con¬ 
gresses on special topics affecting public In¬ 
terests are proponed to be held in Paris next 
summer In connection with the exposition. 
Effort will be made to have the several tech¬ 
nical branches of our administration efficiently 
represented at thoso conferences, each in Its 
special line, and to procure the largest pos¬ 
sible concourse of state representatives, par¬ 
ticularly at the congresses of public charity 
of medicine. 


RELATIONS WITH GERMANY 



They Remain Most Cordial. With In¬ 
creasing; Intimacy. 

Our relations with Germany continue to be 
most cordial. The increasing Intimacy of di¬ 
rect association has been marked during the 
year by the granting permission in April for 
the landing on our shores of a cable from 
Borkum Emden, on the North sea. by way 
of the Azores, and also by the conclusion on 
Sept. 2 of a parcels post convention with the 
German empire. 

In all that promlnc* closer rela¬ 
tion* of Intercoarae and commerce 
and a better andcratauding be¬ 
tween two race* havlnir so many 
trait* In common. Germany can he 
assured of the moat cordial co-op¬ 
eration of thl* government and peo¬ 
ple. We may be rival* In ninny 
material path*, bat onr rivalry 
•honld be generon* and open, ever 
aiming; toward the attainment of 
larper results and the mutually 
beneficial advancement of each In 
the line of It* especial adaptability. 

The several governments of the empire seem 
reluctant to admit the natural excellence of 
our food products, and to accept the evidence 
we constantly tender of the care with which 
their purity Is guarded by rigid inspection 
from the farm, through the slaughter houso 
and the packing establishments, to the port of 
shipment. Our system of control over ex¬ 
ported food staples Invites examination from 
any quarter and challenges respect by its 
efficient thoroughness. 

It Is to be hoped that in time the two gov¬ 
ernments will act In common accord toward 
the realization of their common purpose to 
safeguard the public health itnd to the in¬ 
suring of the purity and wholoromenese of 
*11 food products imported by either country 
from the other. Were me congress to author¬ 
ize an invitation to Germany. In connection 
with tho 

Pending Reciprocity Negotiation*, 

for the constltutoln of a Joint commission of 
scientific experts and practical men of affairs 
to conduct a searching Investigation of food 
production and exportation in both countries 
and report to their respective legislatures for 
the adoption of such remedial measures as 
they might recommend for either, the way 
might be opened for the desirable result in¬ 
dicated. 

Efforts to obtain for American ll/e Insur¬ 
ance companies a full hearing as to their 
business operations in Prussia have, after sev¬ 
eral years of patient represent.lion, happily 
succeeded, and one of the most important 
American companies has been granted a oon- 
-cesslon to continue business In that kingdom. 
1 am also glad to announce that the German 


Insurance companies hava been re-admitted 
by the superintendent of Insurance in tha 

,t SubrequenT to the ext hang© of ourpeaca 
treaty with Spain. Germany afquiredtha 
Caroline Islands by purchase. P*y|ng thmtor 
$5,000,000. Assurances have been receivea 
from the German government that the right* 
of American missionaries and traders tnera 
will be considerately observed. 


DIFFERENCE WITH CANADA 


They Are In a Fair Way lo Be Ad- 
ed Amicably. 

In my first annual message I *•£•"** 
the pending negotiations with Great 
in respect to the Dominion of Canada. By 
means of an executive agreement a Joint nlgiu 
commission had been created for the P u /P^® 
of adjusting all unsettled questions between 
the United States and Canada, embracing 
twelve subjects, among which were the ques¬ 
tions of the fur seals, the fisheries of the 
coast and contiguous inland waters, the Alas¬ 
kan boundary, the transit of merchandise Hu 
bond, the alien labor laws, mining rlgnts,. 
reciprocity In trade, revision of the agreement 
respecting naval vessel)* in the Great Lakes, 
a more complete marklmr of parts of tne 
boundarv. provision for th« conveyance of 
criminals, and for wrecking and salvage. 

Much progress has been made by the com¬ 
mission toward the adjustment of many of 
these questions where it became apparent that 
an irreconcilable difference of views was en¬ 
tertained respecting the delimitation of tho 
Alaskan boundary. In the failure of an ngres- 
ment as to the meaning of articles 3 and^l or 
the treaty of 1825 between Russia and Great 
Britain, which defined the boundary between 
Alaska and Canada, the American commis¬ 
sioners proposed that the subject of the boun¬ 
dary be laid aside and that the remaining 
questions of difference he proceeded wlth*^ 
some of which were so far advanced a* to 
assure the probability of a settlement. This 
being declined bv the British commissioners, 
an adjournment was taken until the boundary 
should be adjusted by the two governments. 
The subject has been receiving the careful 
attention which its importance demands, with 
the result that a modus vlvendl for pro¬ 
visional demarcations In the region about th* 
head of Lynn canal has been agreed upon: 
and It Is hoped that the negotiations now in 
progress between the two governments will 
end In an agreement for the establishment and 
delimitation of a permanent boundary. 

Apart from these questions growing out of 
our relationship with our northern neighbor, 
the most friendly disposition and ready agree¬ 
ment have marked the discussion of numerous 
matters arising in the vast and Intimate In¬ 
tercourse of the United States with Great 
Britain. 

Neutrality In the Transvaal. 

This government has maintained an attitude 
of neutrality In the unfortunate contest be¬ 
tween Great Britain and the Boer states of 
Africa. We have remained faithful to the 
precept of avoiding entangling alliances as to 
affairs not of our direct concern. Had cir¬ 
cumstances suggested that th© parties to the 
quarrel would have welcomed any kindly ex¬ 
pression of the hope of the American people 
that war might be averted, good offices would 
have been gladly tendered. The United States 
representative at Pretoria was early instruct¬ 
ed to see that all neutral America lnt»rests be 
respected by the combat tan ts. This has been 
an easy task. In view of the positive declara¬ 
tions of both British and Boer authorities that 
the personal and property rights of our cit¬ 
izens should be observed. 

Upon th© withdrawal of th© British agent 
from Pretoria the United States consul waa 
authorized, upon the request with the British 
government, and with the consent of tho 
South African and Orange Free State govern¬ 
ments, to exercise th© customary good offices 
of a neutral for the care of British Interests. 
In th© discharge of this function I am happy 
to say that abundant opportunity has been 
afforded to show tho impartiality of this gov¬ 
ernment toward both the combattants.

Relation* with the Sunrise King¬ 
dom Arc Quite Cordial. 

The treaty of commerce and navigation be¬ 
tween the United States and Japan on Nov. 

22. 1894, took effect In accordance with th© 
terms of Its nineteenth article on tho 17th 
of July last, simultaneously with the enforce¬ 
ment of like treaties with the other powers, 
except France, whose convention did not go 
Into operation until Aug. 9th, the United 
States, however, being granted up to that date 
all the privileges and rights accorded to 
French citizens under the old French treaty. 

By this notable conventional reform Japan s 
position as a fully Independent soverlgn power 
is assured, control being gained of taxation, 
customs revenues. Judicial administration, 
coasting trade, and all other domestic func¬ 
tions of government and foreign extra-terri¬ 
torial rights being renounced. 

Comprehensive codes of civil and criminal 
procedeure according to Western methods, 
public instruction, patents and copyrights, 
municipal administration. Including Jurlsdlit- / 
tlon over the former foreign settlement*/ 
customs tariffs and procedure, public health, * 
and other administrative measures have been 
proclaimed. The working of the new aystein 
has given rise to no material complaints on 
the part of the American citizens or Interests. i 
a circumstance which attests the ripe con- ro 


sideratlon with which the change has been 
prepared. 

Valuable assistance was rendered by the 
Japanese authorities to the United States 
transport ship Morgan City while stranded at 
Kobe. Permission has been granted to land 
and pasture army horses at Japanese ports 
of call on the way to the Philippine islands. 
These kindly evidences of good will are high¬ 
ly appreciated. 

The Japanese government has shown a lively 
Interest in the proposition of the Pacific Cable 
company to add to Its projected cable lines 
to Hawaii, Guam, and the Philippines a 
branch connection with the coast of Japan. 
It would be a gratifying consummation were 
the utility of the contemplated scheme en¬ 
hanced by bringing Japan and the United 
Staten Into direct telegraphic relation.

President. 

Without repeating the observations of my 
special message of Feb. 10, 181*9. concerning 
the necessity of a cable to Manila, I respect¬ 
fully Invite attention to it.

OUR S0UTHEN RNEIGHB0R 


Relation* With Mexico Are Becom¬ 
ing More Intimate. 

The year has been marked by constant In¬ 
crease in the intimacy of our relations with 
Mexico and the magnitude of mutually ad¬ 
vantageous interchange. This government 
has omitted no opportunity to show its strong 
desire to develop and perpetuate the ties of 
cordiality now so long happily unbroken. 

Following ihe termination on Jan. 20. 1899, 
by Mexico or the convention of extradition of 
Dec. 11. 1861, a new treaty more In accord¬ 
ance with the ascertained rceds of both 
countries were signed Feb. 22. 1899. and ex¬ 
changed In the City ot Mexico on the 22d of 
April last. Ita operation thus far has been 
effective and satisfactory. A recent case has 
served to test the application of Its fourth 
article, which provides that neither party shall 
be bound to deliver up Its own citizens, but 
that the executive authority of each shall 
have the power to deliver them up if in Its 
discretion it be deemed proper to do so. 

The extradition of Mrs. Mattie Rich, a etti- 
zne of the United States, charged with homl- \j 
clde committed in Mexico, was, after mature 
consideration, directed by me in the conviction 
that tho ends of justice would bo thereby sub¬ 
served. 

Similar action, on appropriate occasion, by 
the Mexican executive will not only tend to 
accomplish the desire of both governments 
that grave crimes go not unpuniehed. hut also 
to repress lawlessness along the border of the 
two countries. The new treaty stipulates that 
neither government shall assume Jurisdiction 
In the punishment of crimes committed ex¬ 
clusively within the territory of the other. 
This will obviate In future the embarrassing 
controversies which have heretofore arisen 
through Mexico's assertion of a claim to try 
and punish an American clltzen for an of¬ 
fense committed within the jurisdiction of th©’ 
United States. 

The international water boundary commis¬ 
sion. organized by the convention or March 1, 
1899, for the adjustment of questions affecting 
the Rio Grande frontier, has not yet com¬ 
pleted its labors. A further extension of It*-, 
term for one year, until Dec. 24, 1899, was' 
effected by a convention signed Dec. 2, 1898, • 

and exchanged and proclaimed in February 4 
last. K~ 9 

An Invitation extended to the president 44 ' 
Mexico to visit Chicago in October, on tfffe 
occasion of laying the corner stone of the- 
United .States government building in that 
city, was cordially accepted by him, with the 
necessary consent of the Mexican congress, 
but the Illness of a member of his family 
prevented his attendance. The minister of 
foreign relatione, however, came an the per¬ 
sonal representative of President Diaz, and in 
that his character was duly honored. 


ARBITRATION WITH RUSSIA 


An Agreement for the Settlement < 
Claims 

Claims growing out of the leisure of Ami 
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lean coaling vessels In Bering sea have been 
under discussion with the government of Rus¬ 
sia for several years, with the recent happy 
result of an agreement to submit them to the 
decision of a single arbitrator. By this act 
Russia affords proof of her adherance to the 
beneficent principle of arbitration which her 
plenipotentiaries conspicuously favored at The 
Hague disarmament conference when it was 
advocated by the representatives of the United 
8tates. 

A suggestion for a permanent exposition of 
our products and manufactures In Russia, al¬ 
though not yet fully shaped, has been so cor¬ 
dially welcomed by the Imperial government 
that It may not inaptly take a fitting place In 
whatever legislation the congress may adopt 
looking to enlargement of our commercial op¬ 
portunities abroad. 

SAMOAN TREATY. 

— • 

The Agreement Entered Into Is 

Heartily Indorsed. 

Important events have occurred in the Sa¬ 
moan Islands. The election, according to the 
laws and customs of Samoa, of a successor 
. to the late King Malletoa Luupepa developed 
a contest as to the validity of the result, 
which Issue, by the terms of the general act, 
was to be decided by the chief justice. Upon 
tils rendering a Judgment In favor of Malletoa 
l'anu, the rival chief, Mataufa, took up arms. 
The active Intervention of American and Brit¬ 
ish warships became Imperative to restore or¬ 
der, at the cost of sunguinury encounters. 

In this emergency a Joint commission of 
• representatives of the United Stutes, Germany 
and Great Britain was sent to Samoa to in¬ 
vestigate the situation and provide a temporary 
remedy. By Its active efforts a peaceful solu¬ 
tion was reached for the time being, the king¬ 
ship being abolished and a provisional govern¬ 
ment established. Recommendations unani¬ 
mously made by the commission for a perma¬ 
nent adjustment of the Samoan question were 
token under consideration by the three pow¬ 
ers parties to the general act. But the more 
they were examined the more evident it be¬ 
came that 

A Radical Change Waa Necessary 

In the relations of the powers to Samoa. The 
Inconveniences and possible perils of the tri¬ 
partite, scheme of supervision and control In 
the Samoan graup by powers having little 
Interest in common in that quarter beyond 
commercial rivalry has been once more em¬ 
phasized by the recent events. The suggested 
remedy of the Joint commission, like the 
scheme It aimed to replace, amounted to what 
has been styled a tri-dominion, being the 
exercise of the functions of sovereignty by 
on unanimous agreement of three powers. The 
situation had become far more intricate and 
embarrassing from every point of view than 
it was when my predecessor, in 1894, summed 
up its perplexities and condemned the partici¬ 
pation In it of the United 'States. 

The arrangement under which Samoa was 
administered had proved impracticable and 
unacceptable to all the powers concerned. 
To withdraw from the agreement and aban¬ 
don the islands to Germany and Great Brit¬ 
ain would not be compatible with our Inter¬ 
ests In the archipelago. To relinquish our 
rights in the harbor of Pago Pago, the best 
anchorage in the Pacific, the occupancy of 
which had been leased to the United States 
In 1878 by the first foreign treaty ever con¬ 
cluded by Samoa, was not to be thought of 
either as regards the needs of our nwvy or 
the Interests of our growing .commerce with 
the East. We could not have considered any 
proposition for the abrogation of the trl-partlte 
control which did not confirm us In all our 
rights and safeguard all our national Interests 
in the Islands. 

Division of Samoa. 

Our views commended themselves to the other 
powers. A satisfactory arrangement was con¬ 
cluded between the governments of Germany 
and of England, by virtue of which England 
retired from Samoa In view of compensations 
in other directions, and both parties renounced 
In favor of the United States all their rights 
and claims over and In respect to that por¬ 
tion of the group lying to the east of the 
one hundred and seventy-first degree of west 
longitude, embracing the Islands of Tutuila, 
Ofoo. Olesenga and Mmma. I transmit to the 
senate, for Its constitutional action thereon, 
a convention which, besides the provisions 
above mentioned, also guarantees us the same 
privileges and conditions in respect to com¬ 
merce and commercial vessels In all of the 
Islands of Samoa as those possessed by Ger¬ 
many. 

Claims have been preferred by white resi¬ 
dents of Samoa on account of injuries alleged 
to have been suffered through the acts of the 
treaty governments In putting down the late 
disturbances. A convention has been made 
between the three powers for the investiga¬ 
tion and settlement or these claims by n 
neutral arbitrator, to which the attention of 
the senate will be Invited. 

INDEPENDENCE OF CUBA. 

, America** Pledge Must Be Sacredly 
P Kent. 

My annual message of last year was neces¬ 
sarily devoted In great part to a conslderatloft 
or the bpanlsh war and of the results It 
wrought and. the conditions It imposed for 
the future. I am gratified to announce that 
the treaty of peace has restored friendly rela¬ 
tions between the two powers. Effect has been 
given to Its most Important provisions. The 
evacuation of Porto Rico having already 
been accomplished on the 18th of October, 
lw8, nothing remained necessary there but 
to continue the provisional military control of 
the Island until the congress should enact a 
suitable government for the ceded territory. 
Of the character and scope of the measures 
to that end I shall treat In another part of 
this message. 

The withdrawal of the authority of Spain 
from the island of Cuba was effected by the 
1st of January, so that the full re-establish¬ 
ment of peace found the relinquished territory 
held by us in trust for the Inhabitants, main¬ 
taining under the direction of the executive, 
euch government and control therein as 
should conserve public order, restore the pro¬ 
ductive conditions or peace so long disturbed 
by the Instability and disorder which pre¬ 
vailed for the greater part of the preceding 
three decades, and build up that tranquil de¬ 
velopment of the domestic state whereby alone 
can be realized the high purpose, as pro¬ 
claimed in th# Joint resolution adopted by the 
congress on the lUth of April, 1898. by which 
the United States disclaimed any disposition 
or intention to exercise sovereignty. Jurisdic¬ 
tion or control over Cuba, except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserted Its deter¬ 
mination when that was accomplished to leave 
the government and control of the island to 
Its people. 

The pledges contained in this reso¬ 
lution is of the lilarheat honorable 
obligation and suust be sacredly 
kept. 

I believe that substantial progress has been 
made In this dlrect.on. All the administrative 
measures adopted In Cuba have aimed to fit It 
for a regenerated existence by enforcing the 
supremacy of law and justice: by placing 
wherever practicable the machinery of admin¬ 
istration In the hands of the Inhabitants; by 
Instituting needed sanitary reforms: by 

spreading education; by fostering Industry and 
trade; by Inculcating public morality, and. In 
short, by taking every rational step to aid the 
Cuban people to attain to that plane of self- 
conscious respect and self-reliant unity which 
fits an enlightened community for self-govern¬ 
ment within Its own sphere, while enabling It 
to fulfill all outward obligations. This nation 
has assumed belore the world 

A Grave Responsibility, 
for the future good government of Cuba. Wo 
have accepted a trust, the fulfillment of which 
calls for the sternest integrity of purposes 
and the exercise of the highest wisdom. 

New Cuba yet to arise from the ashes of the 
past must nerd be bound to us by ties of 
singular Intimacy and strength If its enduring 
welfare is to be assured. Whether these ties 
shall be organic or conventional, the destinies 
of Cuba are In some rightful form and man¬ 
ner Irrevocably linked with our own, but how 
and how far Is for the rutuie to determine In 
the ripeneaa of events. Whatever be the out¬ 
come we must see to*It that free Cuba be a 
reality not a name; a perfect entity, not a 
hasty experiment, bearing within Itself the 
elements of failure. Our mission, to accom¬ 
plish which we took up the wages of battle. 
Is not to be fulfilled by turning adrift any 
loosely framed commonwealth to face th# 
vicissitudes which too often attend weaker 
states, whose natural wealth and abundant 
resources are offset by th# Incongruities of 
their political organization and the recurring 
occasions for Internal rivalries to sap tholr 
strength and dissipate their energies. The 
greatest blessing which can conic to Cuba is 
the restoration of her agricultural and In¬ 
dustrial prosperity, which will give employ¬ 
ment to Idle men and re-establish the pursuits 
of peace. This Is 

Her Chief and Immediate Need. 

On the 7th of August last an order was 
made for the taking of the census of the isl¬ 
and, to be completed on the 30th of November. 
By the treaty of peace the Spanish people on 
the Island have until April 11, 1900. to elect 
whether they will remain citizens of Spain or 
become citizens of Cuba. Until then it cannot 
be definitely ascertained who shall be entitled 
to participate In the formation of the govern¬ 
ment of Cuba. By that time the results of 
the census will have been tabulated and wa 
shall proceed to provide for elections which 
will commit the municipal governments of the 
Island to the officers elected by the people. 
The experience thus acquired will prove of 
great value In the formation of a represent¬ 
ative convention of the people to draft a con- 
atuutlon and establish a general system of 
independent government for the island: in 
the meantime and so long as we -exercise con¬ 
trol over the Island the products of Cuba ar* 
to have a market in the United States on as 
fQod terms and as favorable rates of duty as 
are given to ths West India Islands, until the 
treaties of reciprocity which shall be made. 

For the relief of the distressed In ths lalaad 
of Cuba ths war department Issued supplies 
to the destltut# peopls through the ofllce of 


the army, which have amounted to 5,943,000 
rations at a cost of 91,417,654.97. To promots 
ths disarmament of the Cuban volunteer army 
and In ths Interest of public peace the sum 
of 975 was paid to each Cuban soldier borne 
upon the authenticated rolls, on condition 
that he should deposit his arms with the au¬ 
thorities designated by the United States. 
The sura thus disbursed aggregated 92,547,758, 
which was paid from the emergency fund 
provided by the act of Jan. 5, 1899, for that 
purpose. 

Out of the Cuban Island revenues during the 
six months ending June 30, 1899. 91.712,014.20 
was expended for sanitation, 9293,881.70 for 
charities and hospitals and 988,944.03 for aid 
to the destitute. 

Friendly Relation* Restored. 

Following the exchange of ratifications of 
the treaty of peace the two governments ac¬ 
credited ministers to each other, Spain send¬ 
ing to Washington the duke of Arcos, an emi¬ 
nent diplomatist, previously stationed In Mex¬ 
ico. while the United States transferred to 
Madrid Hon. Bellamy Storer. Its. minister at 
Brussels. This was followed by the respective 
appointment of consuls, thereby fully resum¬ 
ing the relations Interrupted by the war. In 
addition to Its consular representation In the 
United Stales, the Spanish government has 
appointed consuls for Cuba, who have been 
provisionally recognized during ths military 
administration of the affairs of the Island. 

Judicial Intercourse between the courts of 
Cuba and Pom » Klco and of Spain has been 
established us ivided by the treaty of pence. 
The Cuban po.ulcal prisoners imprisoned at 
penal stations have been and are being re¬ 
leased and returned to their homes In accord¬ 
ance with article VI. of the treaty. Negotia¬ 
tions are about to be had for defining the con¬ 
ventional relations between the two countries, 
which fall Into abeyance by reason of the 
war. I trust that those will Include a favor¬ 
able arrangement for commercial reciprocity 
under the terms of sections 3 and 4 of the 
current tariff act. In these, as In all mat¬ 
ters of International concern, this effort will 
be spared to respond to the good disposition or 
Spain and to cultivate In all practicable ways 
the Intimacy which should prevail between 
two nations whose past history has so often 
and in so many ways be?n marked by sincere 
friendship and by community of Interests. 

I would recommend appropriate legislation 
in order to carry into execution article JII. 
of the treaty of peace with Spain by which 
the United States assured the payment ot 
certain claims for indemnity of Its citizens 
against Spain. 

TILTS WITH TURKEY. 

Situation of American Citizen* in 
Turkey Remain* Unsatisfactory. 

The United States minister to Turkey con¬ 
tinues. under Instructions, to for a 

money payment In satisfaction of the Just 
claims for Injuries suffered by American clt 
lzens In the disorders of several >cats pust 
•and for wrongs done to them by the Ottoman 
authorities. Same of these claims ara of 
many years* standing. This go'ernment Is 
hopeful of a general agreement In this regard. 

In the Turkish empire the situation of our 
citizens remain unsatisfactory. Our efforts 
during nearly forty years to bring a eon\en- 
tion of naturalization seems to be on tne 
brink of final failure through the announced 
Intention of the Ottoman Porte to refuse 
,. r ,.nition of alien status of native Turks 
naturalized abroad since lSttj. Our u .uutes 
do not allow this government to admit any 
distinction between the treatment of natlte 
and naturalised Americans abroad, so thatt» 
ceaseless controversy W 1 *®® -Maw 

persons owing. In the eye of InternaUonalla, 
a dual allegiance are prevented from entering 
Turkey, or are expelled after entrance. 

Our law in this regard contrasts with that 

of th a European states. The British act. for 
Instance, does not claim effect for the natural- 
Izatlon ot an alien In the event °thh< return 
to his native country unless the condition bo 

recognized by the law of that country or 

stipulated by treaty between It and the nat¬ 
uralization state.

Cause of Friction With Great nrlt- 

ala I* Removed. 

Th#> international commission of arbitration, 
appotal^ under the Anglo-Vcnezuelan treaty 
of 1897. rendered an award on Oct. 3 last, 
whereby the boundary line between Venezuela 
and British Guiana Is determined, thus ending 
a controversy which has existed for the gr - a t- 
er part of the century. The award, as to 
which the arbitrators were unanimous, while 
not meeting the extreme contention of either 
Party? gives to Great Britain a large share of 
Interior territory In dispute anil to 
the entire mouth of the Orinoco, including 
Barlna Point and the Caribbean Littoralfor 
aomo distance to the eastward. The '-eelslon 
appear* to be equally satisfactory to both 

P Venezuela has once more undergone a revo¬ 
lution. The insurgents, under Gen. Castro, 
after a sanguinary engagement In which they 
suffered much loss, rallied in the mountainous 
Interior and advanced towards the capital. 
The bulk of the urmy having sided withi the 
movement. President Andrade quitted Caracas, 
where Gen. Castro set up a provisional gov¬ 
ernment. with which our minister and the 
representatives of other powers entered Into 
diplomatic relations on the «Wth of November, 
1890. 

REl’IPROUAL TREAT1ES 

Some Important Convention* Have 

Beea Concluded. 

The fourth section of the tariff act. approved 
Julv lit, l»t»7. appears to provide only for com¬ 
mercial treaties which should be entered Into 
by the president and also satisfied b> the sen¬ 
ate within two years from Its passage. Owing 
to delays unavoidable with such negotiations, 
none of the treaties Inaugurated under me 
section could be concluded In time for rati¬ 
fication by the senate prior to it.* adjournment 
on the fourth of March last. Some of the 
pending negotiations, however, were near con¬ 
clusion at that time, and the resultant con¬ 
ventions have since been signed by the pleni¬ 
potentiaries. Others within Loth the third ar.d 
fourth sections of the act are still under con¬ 
sideration. Acting under the constitutional 
power of the executive In respect to treaties, 
I have deenved It mv duty, while observing 
the limitations of concession provided by the 
fourth section to bring to a conclusion all 
pending negotiations and submit them to the 
senate for Us advice and consent. 

Conventions of reciprocity have been signed 
during the congressional recess with Great 
Britain for the respective colonies of British 
Guiana. Barbadoes, Bermuda. Jamaica and 
Turks and Caicos Islands, and with the re¬ 
public of Nicaragua. Important reciprocal 
conventions have also been concluded with 
France and with the Argentine republic. 

Oar Foreign Trade. 

In my last annual message the progress 
noted In the work of the diplomatic and con¬ 
sular officers in collecting information as to 
the industries and commerce of other coun¬ 
tries and In the care and promptitude with 
which their reports are printed and distrib¬ 
uted has continued during the past year, with 
Increasingly valuable results in suggesting pew 
sources of demand for American products and 
In pointing out the obstacles still to be over¬ 
come In facilitating the remarkable expansion 
of our foreign trade. It will doubtless be 
gratifying to congress to learn that the vari¬ 
ous agencies of the department of state a rtf 
co-operating in these endeavors with a /.cal 
and effectiveness which are not only receiv¬ 
ing the cordial recognltoln of our business 
Interests, but are exciting the emulation of 
other governments. In any rearrangement of 
the great and complicated work of obtaining of¬ 
ficial data of an eernrmte character which con¬ 
gress may undertake It is most Important, in 
my Judgment, that the results already secured 
by the department of state should be carefully 
considered, with a view to a Judicious develop¬ 
ment and Increased utility of our Import trade. 

International Union. 

The interest taken by the various states 
forming the International union of American 
republics In the work of Its organic bureau Is 
evidenced by th efact that for ths first time 
since Its creation In 1890 all the republics 
of South and Central America are now repre¬ 
sented In It. 

1 The unanimous recommendation of the In¬ 
ternational American conference provl Jlng 
for the international union of American repub¬ 
lics stated that It should stay In force dur¬ 
ing a term of ten years from the date of Its 
origin and no country becoming a member of 
•he union should cease to be & member until 
the end of the said period of ten years and 
unless twelve months before the expiration of 
■aid period a majority of the members of the 
union had given to the secretary of state of 
the United States official notice of their wish 
to terminate the union at the end of Its first 
oerlod that the union should constitute to be 
maintained for another period of ten years and 
ftheraafter under the same condition for sue- 
milYi periods of ten years each. 


The period for notification expired on July 
14, 1899. without any of the members having 
given the necessary notice of withdrawal. It* 
maintenance Is therefore assured for the next 
ten years. In view of this fact and of the nu¬ 
merous questions of general Interest and com¬ 
mon benefit to all of the republics of America, 
some of which were considered by the first 
international conference, but not finally set¬ 
tled, and others have since grown to im¬ 
portance, it would seem expedient that the 
various republics constituting the union 
should be Invited to hold, at an early date, 
another conference in the capital of one of 
the other countries other than ths United 
States, which has already enjoyed thla honor. 

The purely international character of the 
work being done by the bureau and the ap¬ 
preciation of Its value are further emphasized 
by the active co-operation which the various 
governments of the Latln-American republics 
and their diplomatic representatives in this 
capital are now exhibiting and the zealous en¬ 
deavors they are making to extend Its field 
of usefulness, to promote through It com- 
merclal Intercourse and strengthen the bonds 
of amity and confidence between Its various 
members and the nations of this continent. 

HAGUE PEACE CONGRESS. 

Kta Conclanlon* Do Not Affect Amer¬ 
ica** Traditional Policy. 

In response to the Invitation of his majesty, 
the emperor of Russia, delegates from twenty- 
six countries were assembled at The Hague 
on the 18th of May. as members of a con¬ 
ference In ths Interest of peace. The com¬ 
mission from the United States consisted of 
the Hon. Andrew D. White, the Hon. Seth 
Lowe, the Hon. Stanford Newel, Capt. Alfred 
T. Mahan, of the United States navy; capt. 
W. T. Crosier of the United States army, and 
the Hon. Frederick W. Holls. secretary. The 
occasion seemed to be opportune for the 
serious consideration of a plan for the pacific 
adjustment of International differences—a sub- 
Ject In which the American people have been 
deeply Interested for many years, and a 
definite project for a permanent International 
tribunal was Included In the Instructions to 
the delegates of the United States. 

The final act of the conference Includes con¬ 
ventions upon the amelioration of the laws 
and customs of war on land, the adaptation 
to maritime warfare of the principles of the 
Geneva convention of 1804, and the extension 
of Judicial methods to international cases. 
Ths convention for the pacific settlement of 
International conflicts embodies the leading 

features of _ 

Tlie American Plan 
with such modifications as were rendered nec¬ 
essary by the great diversity of views and In¬ 
terests represented by the delegates. The four 
titles of the convention provide for the main¬ 
tenance of general p«acc: the exercise of good 
offices and mediation: the formation of com¬ 
mittees of Inquiry, and International arbltra- 

The mediation provided for by the conven¬ 
tion is purely voluntary and advisory and is 
Intended to avoid any Invasion or limitation of 
the sovereign rights of the adhering states. 
The commissions of Inquiry proposed consist 
of delegations to bo specifically constituted for 
particular purposes by means of conventions 
between the contesting parties, having for 
their obJ?cl the clear understanding of intor- 
national differences before resorting to the 
use of force. The provision for arbitration 
contemplates the formation of 

A Permanent Tribunal 
before which dtsuted cases may be brought 
for settlement by the mutual consent of the 
litlgantn In each case. The advantages of 
such a permanent tribunal over impromptu 
committees of arbitration are conceived to be 
the actual existence of a competent court, 
prepared to administer justice, the greater 
economy resulting from a well devised sys¬ 
tem. and ttio accumulated Judicial "kill and 
experience which such a tribunal would soou 

P \VMIe earnestly promoting the Idea of estab- 
llshing a permanent International tribunal, 
the delegation of the United Statee wajs not 
unmindful of the Inconveniences which might 
arise from on obtrusive exrrelse of mediation 
and In signing tho convention KWBrtcd 
fully tho historic position of the United States 
by the following declaration: 

“Xotlilna contained In till* cootrn 
tlon shall lie so constrneil n* to re- 
qulrtvthe (lilted Stoles of America 
to depart from Its traditional policy 
of not Intrusting. Interfering: with 
or with entanitllaa Itself In the po¬ 
litical questions or policy or Inter¬ 
national ndmlnlslrnlloii of nay for- 
elitu state) nor shall nnythliiK con¬ 
tained In the said convention lie 
construed to Imply n relinquish¬ 
ment by the United Slates of Amer¬ 
ica of Its traditional attitude to¬ 
wards purely American questions. 

Thus Interpreted, tho convention for tlicpa- 
clflc settlement of Inlertiutlonul conflicts may 
be regarded as realizing the carrest .leslre of 
great numbers ot American cilizensv'hosc 
deep sense ot Justice expressed In 
resolutions and memorials has urged tlicmto 
labor for this noble achleveme.u. 'lhe general 
character of this convention already signed 
hv the delegates of more thun twenty soNcrelgn 
states* further commends it to th. favorable 
action of the senate of the United states 
whose ratification it still awaits. 

SOLDIER BOYS. 

Their Hard Work and Great Sacri¬ 
fice* Are Appreciated. 

Since my last annual message, and*“ 
ence to the acts or congress of April 22 and JO. 
1898. the available forces enlisted for the 
Spanish war. consisting of 34,834 regulars and 
110,202 volunteers, with over 5.000 volunteer 
officers, has been discharged from the military 
service. Of the volunteers. 007 officers and 
14,831 men were serving In the Philippines, 
and 1,050 of the regulars who wen* entitled 
to be mustered out after the ratification of 
the treaty of peace. They voluntarily re¬ 
mained at ths front until their places could 
be filled by new troops. They were returned 
home in the order In which they went to 
Manila, and they are now all of them out of 
the service and In the ranks of citizenship. 
I recommend that the congress provide 
A Special Medal of Honor 
for the volunteers, regulars, sailers and rna 
rlnes on dutv In the Philippine who volun¬ 
tarily remained In the service after their terms 
of enlistment had expired. 

By the act of March 2. 1899. congress gave 
authority to Increase the tegular army to a 
maximum not exceeding 66,900 enllsiid men. 
and to enlist a force of 33.000 volunteer* to 
be recruited from the country at lurge. By 
virtue of this authority the regular army has 
been Increased to the number of 01.909 en¬ 
listed men and 2,248 officers, and new volun¬ 
teer regiments have been organized aggregat¬ 
ing 33,050 enlisted men and 1,524 officers. Two 
of these volunteer regiments are mode up of 
colored men. with colored line officers. Tho 
new troops to take the places of those return* 
Ing from the Philippines have been trans¬ 
ported to Manila to the number of 581 officers 
and 26.322 enlisted men of the regular array 
and 594 officers and 16.388 enlisted men of 
the new volunteer force, while 504 officers and 
14.119 men of the volunteer force are on the 
ocean, en route to Manila. 

The Force Now In Manila 
consrists of 905 officers and .*10.578 regulars and 
594 officers and 15,388 of the volunteers, mak¬ 
ing an aggregate of 1.499 officers and 45.fMMl 
men. When the troops now under orders shall 
reach Manila, the force in the archipelago 
will comprise 2.051 officers and 03,483 men. 
The muster out of the great volunteer army 
organized for the Spanish war and the crea¬ 
tion of a new army, the transportation from 
Manila to San Francisco of those entitled to 
discharge and the transportation of the new 
troops to take their places have been a work 
of great magnitude, well and ably done, for 
which too much credit cannot be given the 
war department. 

During the past year we have reduced our 
force In Cuba and Porto Rico. In Cuba we 
now have 334 officers and 10,796 enlisted men; 
in Porto Rleo 87 officers and 2.855 enlisted 
men and & battalion of 4«0 mt*r. composed of 
native Porto Ricans; while stationed through¬ 
out the United States are 01»- officers and 
17,317 men. and in Hawaii 12 officers and 455 
enlisted men. 

The operations of the army are fully pre¬ 
sented In the report of the secretary of war. 

I cannot withhold from officers and men the 
highest commendation for their soldierly con¬ 
duct In trying situations, their willing sac¬ 
rifices for their country and the Integrity and 
ability with which they have |Hrrform*d un¬ 
usual and difficult duties In our Island posses¬ 
sions. • 

In the organization of the volunteer regi¬ 
ments authorized by the act of March 2. 1809. 
It was found that no provision had been made 
for chaplains. This omission was doubtless 
from inndvertance. I recommend the early au¬ 
thorization for the appointment of one chap¬ 
lain for each of said regiments. 

POSTAL *AFFAIRS. 

Reform* In the Island* and the 
Service at House. 

In the work of restoring peaceful condi¬ 
tions, orderly rule and civic progress in Cuba. 
Porto Rico, and so far as practicable In the 
Philippines, the rakabllatlon of the postal 
service has been an essential and Important 
part of the work. It became necessary to 
provide mall facilities both for our forcea of 
occupation and for the native population. To 
meet this requirement has Involved a substan¬ 
tial reconstruction. The existing systems 
. were so fragmentary, defective and Inadequate 
1 that a new and comprehensive organization 
had to be created. American trained officials 
have been assigned to the directing and ex- 
• scutlve positions, while natives have been 
1 chiefly employed in making up the body of 
I tbs force. In working out this plan tbs merit 
I nils has been rigorously and faithfully ap¬ 
plied. 


Ths appointment of director general of posts 
of Cuba was given to an expert who had been 
ohlef postotfice Inspector and assistant post¬ 
master general, and who united large expe¬ 
rience with administrative capacity. For the 
postmaatcrshlp at Havana the range of skilled 
and available men were scanned, and the 
choice fell upon one who had been twenty 
years In the service as deputy postmaster and 
postmaster of a large city. This principle 
governed and determined the selection of the 
American officials sent not only to Cuba but 
to Porto Rico and the Philippines, and they 
were instructed to apply it as far as practica¬ 
ble. 

In the Employment of Natives 

to act as postmasters and clerks. The postal 
system in Cuba, though remaining under the 
general guidance of the postmaster, was made 
essentially Independent. It was felt that It 
should not be made a burden on the postal 
system of the United States, and provision 
was made that any deficit in the postal reve¬ 
nue should be a charge upon general reve¬ 
nues of the island. 

Though Porto Rico and the Philippines had 
& different relation to tho United States, yet 
for convenience of administration the same 
principle of an autonomous system has been 
extended to them. The development of the 
service In all of the islands has been rapid 
and successful. It has moved forward on 
American lines .with free delivery, money or¬ 
der and registry systems, and has given the 
people mall facilities far greater and more 
reliable than any they have ever before en¬ 
joyed. It is thus not only a vital agency of 
industrial social and business progress, but an 
important Influence In diffusing' a Just under¬ 
standing of the true spirit and character of 
American administration. 

The Domestic Postal Service 
continues to grow with extraordinary rapidity. 
The expenditures and revenues will each ex¬ 
ceed 9lo0.u00.000 during the current year. 
Fortunately, since the revival of prosperous 
times, the revenues have grown much faster 
than the expenditures, and there is every In¬ 
dication that a short period will witness the 
obliteration of the annual deficit. In this con¬ 
nection the report of the postmaster general 
embodies a statement of some evils which have 
grown up outside of the contemplation of law 
In the treatment of some classes of mall mat¬ 
ter which wrongly exercise the privilege of 
the pound rate, and Bhows that If this matter 
had been properly cloBSlflod and had paid the 
rate which it should have paid, instead of a 
postal deficit for the last fiscal year of 96.010.- 
000. there would have been on one basis a sur¬ 
plus of 917,037.670. and on another $5.736.836. 
The reform thus suggested, in the opinion cf 
the postmaster general, would not only put 
the postal service at or.ee on a self-sustaining 
basis, but would permit great and valuable 
Improvements, and I recommend the subject 
to the consideration of the congress. 

AMERICA’S NAYY. 

Increase Recommended l»y the 
Secretary In Concurred In. 

The navy has maintained the spirit nnd 
high efficiency which have always character¬ 
ized that service and has lost none of the 
gallantry In heroic action which hus signal¬ 
ized its brilliant and glorious past The na¬ 
tion hus equal pride In Its early and later 
achievements, its habitual readiness for every 
emergency has won the confidence and ad¬ 
miration of the country. The people are In¬ 
terest ?d In the preparation and prestige of the 
navy and will justify liberal appropriations 
for Its maintenance and Improvement. Tho 
officers have shown iteculiar adaptation for 
the performance of new and dDIcate duties 
which our recent war has imposed. 

It cannot be doubted that congress will at 
once make necessary provision for the armor 
plat? for the vessels now under contract and 
building. Its attention Is resi»ectfully called 
to the report of the secretary of the navy. 
In which tho subject is fully presented. I 
unite In his recommendation that the con¬ 
gress enact such special legislation as may 
be necessary to enable the department to mako 
contracts early In the coming year for armor 
of the best quality that can bo obtained in 
this country for the Maine. Ohio and Mls- 
Kourl. and that the provision of the act of 
March 3. 1899, limiting tho price of armor 
to per ton be removed. 

In tho mutter of naval construction. Italy 
and Japan, of the great powers, laid down 
less tonnage In the year 181*9 than this coun¬ 
try. and Italy alone has less tonnage under 
ciinstructlon. 

I heartily concur In the recom¬ 
mendation for the Increase of tlic 
nary ns *iiKc«ted by the secretary 
of the navy. 

Our future progress and prosperity depend 
upon our ability to equal. If not surpass other 
nations. In the enlargement and advancement 
of science, industry and commerce. To In¬ 
vention we must turn us one of the most pow¬ 
erful aids to the accomplishment of such a 
result. The attention of tho congress la di¬ 
rected to the report of tho commissioner of 
patents in which will be found valuable sug¬ 
gestions and recommendations. 

PHILIPPINES ARE OURS. 

Uurcbmn.il by Spain, (he Owner* (or 
Centnrle*. 

On the 10th of December. 1898. tho treaty 
of peace between the United States and Spain 
was signed. It provided, among other things, 
that Spain should cede to the United States 
the archipelago known as the Philippine 1s- 
lands; that the United States should pay to 
Spain the sum of 920.000.000. and that the 
civil rights and the population of the native 
Inhabitants of the territories thus ceded to 
tho United Slates should be determined by 
the congress. The treaty was ratified by the 
senate on the 6th of February. 1890 . and by 
the government of Spain on the 10th of March 
following. The ratifications were exchanged 
on the 11th of April and the treaty publicly 
proclaimed. On the 2d of March the congress 
voted the sum contemplated by the treaty 
and tho amount was paid over to the Span¬ 
ish government on the first of May. 

In this manner the Philippines cam** to the 
United States. The Islands were ceded by the 
government of Spain, which had been In un¬ 
disputed possession of them for centuries. 

They were accepted, not, merely l*y 
our authorized comn»l**loner* In 
Paris under tlic direction of the ex¬ 
ecutive. hut by the oonutltutlonnl 
and well-considered action of the 
representatives of the people of the 
United Staten In both houses of con- 
gress. 

I bad every reason to believe, nnd I still 
believe, tiiat this transfer of sovereignty was 
in accordance with the wishes and the aspira¬ 
tions of the great mass of the Filipino people. 
From the earliest in« inent no opportunity was 
lost of assuring the jieople of the island of 
our ardent desire for their welfare and of the 
intention of this government to do everything 
possible to advance their interests. In my 
order of the 19th of May. 1898. the com- 
mandcr of the military exfiedltlon dispatched 
to tho Philippines was Instructed to declare 
that we came 

Not to Moke War 

upon tho i»cople of that country “nor upon 
any party or faction among them, but to pro¬ 
tect them In their homes, in their employ¬ 
ments and In their personal and tellglous 
rights.” That there should be no doubt as 
to the paramount authority there, on the 17th 
of August. It was directed that “there must 
bo no Joint occupation with the Insurgents 
that the United States must preserve the 
peace and protect persons and property with¬ 
in the territory occupied by their military 
and naval forces; that the Inrurgents and all 
others must recognize the military occupation 
and authority of the United States. As early 
aa Dec. 4, before the cession. In anticipation 
of that event, the commander In Manila was 
urged to restore peace and tranquility and to 
undertake the establishment of a beneficent 
government and should afford the fullest se¬ 
curity for life and property. 

Or the 21st of December, after the treaty 
was signed, the commander of the forces of 
occupation was Instructed “to announce and 
proclaim In tho most public manner that we 
come not as in/aderx nnd conquerors, but as 
friends, to protect the natives In their homes 
In their employments, and in their personal 
and religious rights.*' On th- same day. 
while ordering Gen. Otis to see that the peace 
should bo preserved In Iloilo, he was admon¬ 
ished that “it is the most important that 
the*.* should be no conflict with the Insur¬ 
gents.*' On the first day of January. 
urgent orders were reiterated that the kindly 
Intentions of this government should in every 
possible way be communicated to the Insur¬ 
gents. _ 

THE COMMISSION. 

It* Vlalt to the Inland and It* Con¬ 
clanlonn. 

On the 21st of January I announced my In¬ 
tention of dispatching to Manila a commission 
composed of three gentlemen of the highest 
character and distinction, thoroughly ac¬ 
quainted with the Orient, who. In association 
with Admiral Dewey and Maj. Gen. Otis, were 
Instructed to •'facilitate the most humane and 
effective extension of authority throughout 
the Islands and to secure with the least pos¬ 
sible delay, the benefits of a wise and gen¬ 
erous protection of life and property to the 
inhabitants." . . _ 

These gentlemen were Dr. Jacob Gould 
Bchurman. president of Cornell university; the 
Hon. Charles Denby. for many years minister 
to China, and Prof. Dean C. Worcester, of 
the University of Michigan, who had made a 
careful study of life in the Philippines. 
While the treaty of peace was under consider¬ 
ation in the senate these commissioners set 
out on their mission of 

Good Will and Liberation. 

Their character was sufficient guaranty of the 
beneficent purpose of which they went, even 
ICthey had not borne the positive instructions 


of this government which made their errand 
pre-eminently one of peace and friendship. 

But before their arrival at Manila the alnster 
ambition of a few leaders of the Filippinos 
had created a situation full of embarrassments 
for us and most grievtou* in its 'Consequences 
to themselves. The clear and Impartial pre¬ 
liminary report of the commissioners, which 
I transmit herewith, gives so lucid and com¬ 
prehensive a history of the present insurrec¬ 
tionary movement that the story need not be 
here repeated. 

It la enongh to *ay that the claim 
of the rebel leader that he was 
promised Independence by nny of¬ 
ficer of the United States In rela¬ 
tion for hi* assistance has no foun¬ 
dation In fact and I* categorically 
denied by the very witnesses who 
were called to prove It. 

The most Insurgent leader hoped for when 
he came back to Manila was the liberation 
of th- islands from the Spanish control, which 
they had been laboring for years without suc¬ 
cess to throw off. The prompt accomplishment 
of this work by the American army and navy 
gave him other Ideas, and ambitions and In¬ 
sidious suggestions from various quarters per¬ 
verted the purposes and intentions with 
which ho had taken up arms. No sooner had 
our army captured Munlla than the Filipino 
forces began to assume an attitude of sus¬ 
picion and hostility which the utmost efforts 
of our officers and troops were unable to dis¬ 
arm or modify. Their kindness and forbear¬ 
ance were taken as a proof of cowardice. 

Tlie aggressions of the Filipinos continually 
Increased until finally. Just before the time 
set by the senate of the United States for a 
vote upon the treaty, an attack, evidently 
prepared In advance, was made all along the 
American lines, which resulted In a temporary, 
destructive and sanguinary repulse of the in¬ 
surgents. 

Ten days later an order of the Insurgent 
government was Issued to Its adherents who 
had remained In Manila, of which Gen. Otis 
justly observes that “for barbarous intent it is 
unequaled in modern times." It directs that 
8 o'clock on the night of the 15th of Febru¬ 
ary the “territorial militia" shall come to¬ 
gether in the streets of San Pedro, armed witn 
their bolos, with guns and ammunition when 
convenient; that Filipino families aloneshaU 
be respected; but that all other Individuals, 
of whatever race they may be. shall be exter¬ 
minated without any compassion, after the 
extermination of tho army of occupation ana 
adds: “Brothers, we must avenge <ourselves 
on the Americans and exterminate them, that 
we may take our revenge for the inramies 
and treacheries which they have committed 
upon us. Have no compassion upon tnem, 
attack with vigor." . 

A copy of this fell, by ££2 

the hands of our ollictrs. and they * cr< L 
to take measures to control the rising, 
was actually attempted on the night orfeo. 
22. u vrtek later than was originally , ont ' -;'' 
plated. A considerable number ot armed in¬ 
surgents entered the city by waterways and 
swamps, and. In concert will, confederates In¬ 
side. attempted lo destroy Manila by Are. They 
were kept In check durins the night, and the 
next day driven out of the city With hea\> 
loss. - „ , 

This was the unhappy condition of affalrai 
which confronted our commissioners on their 
arrival in Manila. They had come with the 
hope and Intention of lo-optratlng " 
mixul Dewey and Maj. Gen. Otis In establish- 
Ing peace anil order in the archipelago and 
the largest measure of self-government com¬ 
patible with the true welfare of the people. 

What They Actually hound 
can best be set forth In their own words: 

* Deplorable as war is, the one In which we 
are now engaged was uravoidable by us. We 
were attacked by a bold, adventurous and en¬ 
thusiastic army. No alternative waa left to 
us, except Ignominious retreat. It la not to 
be conceived that any American would have 
sanctioned the surrender of Manila to the In¬ 
surgents. Our obligations to other nations and 
to the friendly Filipinos and our flag de¬ 
manded that force should bo met by force. 
Whatever the future of the Philippines may 
be, there Is no course open to us now except 
the prosecution of the war until the insur¬ 
gents aro reduced to submission. The com* 
mltslon is of the opinion that there has been 
no time since tlic destruction of the bpanlsh 
squadron by Admiral Dewey when It was Pos¬ 
sible to withdraw’ our forces from tho islands, 
either with honor to ourselves or with rafety 
to the Inhabitants." . ... ^ - 

The course thun clearly Indicated 
linn been unfllnchllnigly punned. 
The rebellion must be put down. 
Civil government cannot be thor¬ 
oughly established until order I* 
restored. 

With a devotion and gallantry worthy of 
Its most brilliant history, tho army, rbly ana 
loyally assisted by the navy, has carried on 
this unwelcome but most righteous campaign, 
which richly deserved success. The noble self- 
sacrifice with which our soldiers and sailors 
whose terms of service had expired refused to 
avail themselves of their right to return home 
as long as they were needed at the front 
forma one of the brightest pages In our an¬ 
nals. Although their operations have been 
somewhat Interrupted and checked by a rainy 
season of unusual violence and duration, they 
have gained ground steadily in every direc¬ 
tion and now look forward confidently to a 
speedy completion of their task. 

SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

A Notable Bealnnlna; la the Island 
of Negro*. 

The unfavorable circumstance* connected 
with an active campaign have not been per¬ 
mitted to interfere with the equally Important 
work of reconstruction. Again I invite your 
attention of ii>r report of the commls3lo*.»*rs, 
giving interesting and encouraging details of 
the work already accomplished in the cstab- 
hshment of peace and order and the inaugura¬ 
tion of self-governing municipal life in many 
portions of the archipelago. A notable be¬ 
ginning has been made In the establishment of 
a government In the Island of Negros. wlMcn 
Is deserving of spcdul consideration, rnla 
was the first Island to accept Americun sov¬ 
ereignty. Its people unreservedly proclaimed 
allegiance to the United StRtes and adopted 
a constitution looking to the establishment 
of a popular government. It was impossible 
to guarantee to the people of Negros that the 
constitution so adopted should be the ultimate 
form of government. Such a question Under 
the treaty with Spain and in accordance with 
our own constitution and law’s came exclusive¬ 
ly within tho Jurisdiction of congress. The 
government actually set up by the inhabitants 
A New System 

was put Into force by order of the major gen¬ 
eral commanding the department, of which 
the following uro tlie most important ele¬ 
• It |3 ordered that the government of the 
Island of Ndgr)* should consist of a military 
government, approved by the United states 
military government of the Philippine*, and a 
civil government and an advisory counc.i 
elected by the people. The military govern¬ 
ment was authorized to appoint secretaries or 
tho treasury, Interior, agriculture, public in¬ 
struction. an attorney general and an auditor. 
Tha seat of government wan fixed at Bacolocl. 
The military governor exercises the same ex¬ 
ecutive power. He Is to see that the laws are 
executed, appoint to offices and fill all va¬ 
cancies in office not otherwise prov hled for. 
and may with the approval of the military 
governor of the Philippines remove any officer 
from office. The civil governor advlssa tho 
military governor on all public questions and 
presides over the advisory council. He. In gen- 
eral. perforins the duties which are Performed 
by secretaries of state in our own system of

The usual du¬ 
ties pertaining to said offices arc to be per¬ 
formed by the secretary or the treasury. In¬ 
terior. agriculture, public Instruction, thc at¬ 
torney general and thc auditor. 

The Judicial power Is vested In three Judges, 
who are to be appointed by the milltury gov¬ 
ernor of the island. Inferior courts are to. be 
established. Free public schools are to be 
established throughout the populous district* 
of the Island. In which the English language 
shall be taught, ar.d this sul Ject will receive 
the careful consideration of the advisory coun- 

C, The burden of the government must be dis¬ 
tributed equally and equitably amorg tho peo¬ 
ple. The military authorities will collect and 
receive customs revenue and will control postal 
matters and Philippine inter-island trade and 
commerce.

The authorities of the Sulu Islands have 
accepted the succession of tha United States 
to the rights of Spain, and our flag float* 
over that territory. On the 10th of August, 
1899. Brig. Gen. J. C Bates. U. 8. M.. nego¬ 
tiated an agreement with tho Sulu chief and 
with his chiefs, which I transmit herewith. 
But by Article A the sovereignty of the 
United States over tho whole archipelago of 
Jolo and its dependencies la declared and ac¬ 
knowledged. . .. 

The United States flag will be used In the 
archipelago and Its dependencies on land and 
sea. Piracy is to be suppressed and the sultan 
agrees to co-operate heartily with the United 
States .authorities to that end and to make 
every possible effort to arrest and bring to 
justice all persons engaged in piracy. All 
trade In domestic products of the archipelago 
of Jolo will be carried on with any part of tho 
Philippines, and under the American nag 
shall be fres, unlimited nnd undutlable.

PELICANS I N THE B IG MUDDY. 

3rMt Crtooj of the Bird* on an I«lund 

la the Mluonrl Klver. 

From the St. Louis Republic: Peli¬ 
can bend. In the Missouri river, near 
St. Charles, Mo., Is the scene of a 
great annual .gathering of pelicans. 
There is a big flat bar in the river 
there which has endured far beyond 
the usual span of a bar’s existence In 
the treacherous, shifting current of 
the Missouri. This bar Is the semi¬ 
annual stopping place of vast flocks 
of pelicans that migrate from south to 
north in the spring and from north to 
south In the fall. Persons who have 
observed their, habits claim that they 
invariably arrive at Pelican bend on 
September 4, and remain until cold 
weather sends them south. The peli¬ 
can Is not an attractive bird. He of¬ 
fends both the eye and the nose. But 
he Is commendably regular in his hab¬ 
its. The parent birds catch fish and 
after eating their fill deposit the others 
In their pouches under their bills and 
carry them to their young. These 
pouches will hold from three to eight 
pounds of fish. They are elastic, and 
when distended to their utmost nearly 
touch the ground. When empty the 
pouch lies dosed up under the big 
bill and Is merely a mass of wrinkles. 

It is this pouch that gives the pelican 
his characteristic and disagreeable 
odor, caused by particles of decaying 
flsh. The pelican's legs are short and 
strong, and its feet have large webs. 

It Is not a fast swimmer nor a rapid 
flyer, but It Is practically tireless In 
both air and' water. On land it is 
awkward and unwieldy. Its feathers 
are pure white except for a fluffy tuft 
of brown plumage that fs seen on the 
top of the head for about six weeks In 
the early autumn. This tuft disap¬ 
pears in August and leaves a pimply 
bald pate that Is not pleasant to view. 
At first the skin is red, then pink, then 
a straw color. By November 1 the skin 
on the head hardens into a horny 
crest, which grows as the winter pro¬ 
gresses until by the time the bird ar¬ 
rives at Its breeding place In the 
northwest It Is so prominent that It is 
called the “centerboard” because of its 
resemblance to the centerboard of a 
sailboat. When properly cured, the 
pelican skins and plumage are largely 
used In women's garments and hats.

FIELD MARSHAL MAY TAKE COM¬ 
MAND IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Military Export* Think Hnllor Haa 
Hla Handa Fall In Natal—Cenaor- 
ahlp Contlnnea of tlie Stronaeat 
Character—No New* Allowed to 
Para—Boer*' Indifference to the 
Lawa of War—Serlona Charter* of 
Brutality Mode Anrulnat the Drlt- 
lah—Admiral Harri* Donated. 


London, Dec. 7.—Field Marshal Lord 
Roberts will be ordered to Cape Town 
to take chief command of all the Brit¬ 
ish forces In South Africa according 
to a rumor prevalent, superseding Gen. 
Buller. Lord Roberts ranks next to 
Lord Wolseley, the eouimnnder-ln- 
chlef of her majesty's forces, and was 
long commander-in-chief in India. This 
news caused a decided commotion in 
military quarters, which were already 
greatly agitated by the ordering out of 
10,000 fresh men under Maj. Gen. 
Thomas Kelly-Kenny, inspector gen¬ 
eral of the auxiliary forces and re¬ 
cruiting. 

Military experts think Gen. Buller 
has enough to do to look after Natal, 
while Generals Gatacre, French and 
Methuen are operating almost as inde¬ 
pendent commanders. The mobility of 
the Boers is also a source of constant 
surprise nud anxiety to the British 
authorities. 

• The censorship continues to be of 
the slrictest character. Virtually no 
news is allowed to get past except de¬ 
tails of events in the beleaguered gar¬ 
risons and near-by points. From all 
accounts from Modder River the Boer 
are was the hottest on record and will 
revolutionize existing theories. Many 
Boers wearing Red Cross badges were 
actually employed in serving out arn- 
mnnition. 

In connection with the many acqui¬ 
sitions of tlie Boers’ indifference to the 
laws of war, n letter published in Cape 
Town asserts that before the Trans¬ 
vaal ultimatum was sent the Boer 
leaders discussed the practicability of 
using white flags when driven into a 
corner in order to deceive the British 
commanders, and this policy was gen¬ 
erally approved. 

Roast for Admiral Harris* 

London, Dee. 7.—A special dispatch 
from Estcourt censures Rear Admiral 
Sir Robert Harris, commander-in-chief 
of the Cape of Good Hope and West 
African squadrons, for his delay in 
sending Capt. Scott and Capt. Lamb- 
ton with guns to Ladysmith. "It is 
notorious,” says the correspondent, 
“that only at the last moment, on Oct. 
50, while a decisive action was pend¬ 
ing, did Capt. Lambton. of the Power¬ 
ful, arrive at Ladysmith. A week, a 
day, a few hours might, and I doubt 
not would, have saved the situation 
and delayed the investment, if it had 
not ended the Boer attempt.” 

Boera In Strong l'oaitlon. 

London, Dee. 7. — A Modder River 
special, dated Thursday, says: "The 
Boers occupy a strong ridge about six 
miles north of this point. To-day the 
Lancers came In contact with them. 

Shocking A**ertlona. 

New York, Dec. 7.—A dispatch to the 
World from Loudon says: Ugly 

charges are made against British sol¬ 
diers at Elaudslaagte by a correspond¬ 
ent of the leading Amsterdam papei. 
who visited the Boer prisoners aboard 
the guardsliip Penelope in Simons bay. 
It Is alleged that the prisoners and the 
wounded were robbed of everything 
valuable, even wedding rings, and that 
In one ease a Boer's finger was cut off 
to get a ring. The correspondent says: 
"Never have I thought Englishmen to 
be such brutes. Imagine that about 
ninety men were behind a kopje whet* 
BOO Lancers attacked them. The Boers 
had to surrender to such overpower¬ 
ing numbers and threw down their 
weapons in token of submission. But 
the captain of tha Lancers shouted, 
‘Kill the -—s!” whereupon a tremen¬ 
dous massacre ensued. Sousenthaler, 
the only prisoner among them, was 
Scared because he had remained flat 
an" the ground.” 

Remarkable corroboration of this 
charge is furnished is furnished by a 
letter written ,by Private Dolan, of 
the Fifth Lancers, ubout obviously the 
same Incident. He describes how the 
Lancers charged a kapje, adding: “As 
soon as they saw the lanea they threw 
up their rifles nnd ammunition nud 
cried ‘friends,’ but It was no go, for 
they fired on the Red Cross and we 
hnd no mercy on them.”

She Is 
owned by Capt. James Kennedy of 
this city.

A Chicago Phyalclan Diacovera a 
New Serum. 

Chicago, Dec. 5.—The Tribune snys: 
A new serum, which it is claimed will 
show the presence of tuberculosis long 
before It would be possible by the mi¬ 
croscope, the X-ray or other methods 
now in use. has been invented by Dr. 
A. R. Jenks of this city. He does not 
claim to have discovered a new cure, 
but ttat the use of the serum enables 
competent physicians to detect the 
presence of the disease in its earliest 
stages and in time to effect a cure by 
good sanitation and plenty of out-door 
exercise. It shows whether or not a 
case Is true consumption, no matter 
how early or light the attack. 

TUG TRUST. 

Great Lake* Towlug Company Ef¬ 
fectually Realated. 

Toledo, Ohio, Dec. 5. — The Great 
Lakes Towing company will not ope¬ 
rate the Nagle and Sullivan lines of 
Toledo, and the owners will refuse 
further overtures from the trust. The 
Toledo options amounted to nearly 
$147,000 and Capt. Nagle has notified 
the combine that his line is not for 
sale. 

Murdered and Robbed. 

Dallas, Tex., Dec. 5.—Louis Schcinsk, 
a well known Polish-American and a 
rich citizen, was found murdered and 
robbed In the court house squart in 
the heart of the city. He was known 
to have had a large 6um of money on 
his person last night, but none was 
found on him when his body was dis¬ 
covered. His skull was crushed In 
two places and his face lacerated. Five 
men have been placed in jail on suspi¬ 
cion of having committed the crime. 

One Dlea at Sea. 

San Francisco, Dec. 5.—The United 
States transport Grant has arrived 
from Manila via Nagasaki, with eleven 
passengers in the cabin, six soldiers in 
the service, forty-eight discharged, 
seven navul men for the hospital and 
six discharged packers. On Nov. 30 
Oscar Moody, a discharged soldier of 
the Twenty-first infantry, died at sea. 

Wnnta the Convention. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 5. — Within the 
week every effort will be made by the 
Citizens’ Republican National associa¬ 
tion to raise the campaign fund of 
$100,000 required to induce the nation¬ 
al committee to select Philadelphia for 
the national Republican convention 
next year. The work of soliciting 
finalcial aid will begin at once. 

Cara Were Demollahed. 

Chicago, Dec. 5.—A train of refrig¬ 
erator cars containing salt pork In¬ 
tended for the British army In South 
Africa, was wrecked yesterday near 
Kenilworth, Ill., on the Milwaukee di¬ 
vision of the Chicago & Northwestern 
railway. The cars were completely de¬ 
molished but It is believed the greater 
part of the pork will he saved. 

Strike Will Be Kepi Up. 

Springfield, Ill., Dee. 5.—After a con¬ 
ference between n committee repre¬ 
senting the striking car men and Coi. 
C. I\. Minerary. manager of the Spring- 
field Consolidated railway, it was an¬ 
nounced that the strike is to be kept up 
and no agreement had been reached. 
Mr. Minerary still refuses to recognize 
the carmen's union. 

Not Very Serloua. 

Washington. Dec. 5.—The state de¬ 
partment will take no cognizance of 
the party recruited by Gustav Thell- 
kuhl for the alleged purpose of going 
to South Africa, as the department of¬ 
ficials say the British authorities have 
not called attention to the movement 
and it is not looked upon as In any 
way serious.

WITH A BRASS BAND 


THAT’S THE WAY FILIPINOS WEL¬ 
COME YOUNG’S COMMAND. 

SI* Hundred Filipino* Evacuate an 
Almoat Impreffnable Poaltlon at 
the Approach of n Small Force 
Under Gen. Young—Asralnnldo and 
Hla Army Reported to Have Gone 
Into the Monntnlna—Gen. Yoini 
Will Keep After Them—American 
Prlaonera Treated Kindly. 

Manila, Dec. 6.—An associated Press 
dispatch from Santa Cruz, province of 
llocos, forwarded by courier to San 
Fabian says that Gen. Young, with 
three troops of the Third cavalry, and 
Maj. Prlton C. March’s battalion of 
the Thirty-third Infantry, arrived at 
Santa Cruz yesterday. The Americans 
left Hamapacan, province of Union, in 
the morning, expecting to have a hard 
fight at Tngudln, in South llocos prov¬ 
ince, but they found that on arriving 
there 600 rebels under Gen. Tlno had 
evacuated thirty-six hours before, de¬ 
serting nn almost Impregnable posi¬ 
tion. The insurgents had been in¬ 
trenched at Tngudin, on the north side 
of the river, where a hundred well 
disciplined troops could have slaugh¬ 
tered a whole brigade crossing the 
river with the men up to the armpit in 
water. The residents of Tngudln re¬ 
ceived the Americans outside the town 
with a brass band. They hnd been 
robbed of almost everything by the in¬ 
surgents and were glad to welcome 
friendly nnd protecting troops. A sim¬ 
ilar reception awaited Gen. Young at 
Snutn Cruz. Prominent citizens, head¬ 
ed by a brass band, escorted the Amer¬ 
ica u officers to houses where rest nnd 
refreshment was offered. Gen. Young's 
command was almost without food. 
The men had been living on tlie coun¬ 
try. which affords but little, aud the 
horses are

most of them without shoes. The in¬ 
habitants of Santa Cruz nnd of other 
towns through which the Americans 
linssed. say that Agulnaldo and his en¬ 
tire refugee army have gone into the 
mountains eastward since the Oregon 
and Callao attacked Vlgan and landed 
a force there. In several towns Gen. 
Young was shown letters written by 
Lieut. Gilmore showing that he had 
been kindly treated by the citizens and 
lind been entertained by them when 
he passed through last May. Reports 
indicate that all the American prison¬ 
ers, some twenty-five or thirty, were 
at one time in Benguel province, but it 
is supposed now tlint they have boon 
removed to Lepnnt province. Gen. 
Young’s desire Is to pursue the rebels 
Into the mountains. There is no com¬ 
munication between his small com¬ 
mand and nny of the other columns 
except, incidentally, perhaps, by sight¬ 
ing and signaling United States gun¬ 
boats bound to or from Manila. 

Capt. Rumbold. with thirty-five men 
of Company C, Thirty-second infantry, 
while escorting the signal corps laying 
the wire from Porac to Florida Blanca, 
charged and routed sorenty insurgents, 
killing a captain and several privates. 
The Americans found on the captain 
the sword and revolver that were 
taken from the body of Naval Cadet 
Welbora C. Wood, who was killed by 
the insurgents while in command of 
the gunboat Urdenetu when tlie vessel 
was captured In the Orino river. 

An associated Press dispatch from 
Dagupnn containing advices later than 
those from Santn Cruz states that Gen. 
Young hopes to find Aguinnldo In Ben- 
guet mountain pnss and to capture him 
there. Both entrances to Benguet nre 
fortified. Two troops of the Third 
cavalry will reinforce Gen. Young In 
the pass. 

Col. Hood, while reconnoitering near 
San Miguel, drove a force of Insur¬ 
gents from Ildefenso, killing several. 
Five Americans were slightly wound¬ 
ed. 

NOW BOSS OF THE CAROLINES. 

German Garrlaona la Foaaeaaloa— 

Spanlah Officials Arrive at Maalla. 

Manila, Dec. 0.—The Spanish trans¬ 
port Alva and the gunltoats Villalobos 
and Quois, with the Spanish garrison 
and civilians of the Caroline Islands, 
arrived here yesterday. They report 
that the German governors of the Is¬ 
lands who arrived on the warship 
Jaguar, occupied Yap Nov. 3: Reipnn, 
Nov. 10, and Ponnpe, Oct. 3. They 
garrisoned the places with fifteen men 
each. The Spanish governors of Ynp 
and Ponape said tlint they considered 
the small German garrisons in danger 
from the natives. The Spanish gun¬ 
boats will probably be offered for sale 
to the Uuited States government. Tlie 
Spanish consul. Senor Gulneto, lias ar¬ 
rived here with a note from Lieut. 
Gilmore to his sister. Mrs. Maj. Price. 
He snys he has been 111 but Is In fairly 
good health now. Tlie Spaniards be¬ 
friended him and gave him money 
nnd clothing. 

Jadgc Woolaon Dead. 

Des Moines, Iown. Dec. 6.—John S. 
Woolson, federal Judge of the South¬ 
ern district of Iowa, died at Ills home 
here from a complication of stomach 
troubles from which he has been suf¬ 
fering two years. He was fifty-seven 
years old. Judge Woolson was for 
many years a resident of Mount Pleas¬ 
ant. He leaves three daughters. 

Railroad* Proaper In Iowa. 

Des Moines, Iowa, Dee. 6.—The an¬ 
nual report of the Iown railroad com¬ 
missioners Indicates the last year was- 
unpreiedentedly prosperous with rail¬ 
roads operating In Iown. It shows 
the state will have almost 9,000 miles 
of road at the close of the year, a gain 
of 700 for the year. 

Twice Attempted Suicide. 

Portland, Me., Dec. 0.—John Berg¬ 
man of Seattle, Wash., a steerage pas¬ 
senger on the steamer Vancouver, just 
arrived from Liverpool, made two at¬ 
tempts to commit suicide durlug the 
voyage. He has been detained by the 
Immigration officer pending an exam¬ 
ination.

IN NORTH DAKOTA 


DIVORCEES ON ANXIOUS SEAT. 

Graduate* of the North Dakota Col¬ 
ony Uncomfortable. 

That the telegraphed report of this 
recent North Dakota supreme court 
decision on the divorce law has been 
read by many graduates from the col¬ 
ony Is evident from the telegrams of in¬ 
quiry that are pouring into the state 
askiug for a verification of the deci¬ 
sion. Many who have profited by the 
easy laws of the state are decidedly on 
the anxious sent. The decision Is re¬ 
garded by many attorneys to practical¬ 
ly Invalidate 90 per cent of the decrees 
granted within the last ten years, pro¬ 
viding the defendants in any of them 
wish to appeal. This is regarded as 
especially true of the cases in which no 
appearances have been made, and 
which have been regarded as weak by 
the courts of the Enstern states. 

Tlie construction of the word “resi¬ 
dent” to mean "domicil" Is a settler. 
If that decision had been made five 
years ago there would never have 
been any necessity of amending the di¬ 
vorce law to require a twelve-months’ 
residence. The Easterners would have 
reformed the law themselves, or else 
there would have been a large numbei 
of real estate transfers to be recorded. 
For years the applicants for decrees 
merely stopped at the- hotels, making 
the best effort possible to pnss away 
the ninety days. Many would take the 
next train out of town after the de¬ 
crees were signed, and no real effort 
was even made to make a bluff at es¬ 
tablishing a residence. 

There nre two cases—those of Corpo¬ 
ration Counsel De Witt of Brooklyn 
and Lillian Blauvelt, the opera star— 
In which It is alleged neither even 
silent two weeks In the state from the 
beginning to the end of their cases. 
One or two days at the beginning nn<» 
a shorter period at the wind-up were 
all. Miss Blauvelt even went farther 
than De Witt, as she spent the time in 
which she was supposed to be residing 
here In tonring Europe. 

Mrs. Graham, whose appeal was the 
cause of the decision, is a large, stout 
lady, who came to Wahpeton Nov. 9, 
1898. She is the daughter of Charles 
G. Campbell of Morristown, X. .1.. ana 
Is said to be an heiress to $500,000. 
Her husband was at one time u broker 
and steamship agent at Newark. They 
lived' together five years, and after he 
failed in business he left for Denver, 
In 1896, to establish a fortune there. 
He failed to connect with the tickle 
goddess, and Mrs. Graham refused to 
recognize him any more. She charged 
willful neglect and non-support. The 
fiecree was contested on the ground 
that she had not established a lionn 
fide residence, and Judge Lauder and 
the supreme court seem to have all 
been fully convinced by the proof ad¬ 
duced. In her testimony as to her 
means of support she claimed to be 
giving music lessons. On cross-exam¬ 
ination it developed that she had one 
pupil at 25 cents per lesson, and that 
no effort to collect that had l>een made. 
Bhe is still in Fargo, and, it is said, 
will institute a new suit.

Dastardly Crime on a Pn**enger 

Train at Lurlmore, N. D. 

A. J. Vandyke, a Great Northern pas¬ 
senger brnkeman. was probably fatally 
shot at Larimore, and three men. John 
Smith of St. Peter. Minn.; Harry S. 
Sherman of West Superior, Wis., and 
T. A. Brooks of Britton, S. D., are in 
jail. It is supposed that Sherman fired 
the fatal shot. Sherman and Brooks 
had been running a gambling house at 
Gando. They left there Sunday night 
to escape arrest, driving to Devils 
Lake, where they boarded the train for 
the east. After getting on the cars. It 
Is said, they became very disorderly 
and abusive, stealing fruit and other 
stuff from the uews agent and refusing 
to pay for it. The brakeman, Van¬ 
dyke. interfered, when they called him 
ail kinds of names, intermingled with 
threats. 

Just as the train was pulling out of 
tlie station more trouble arose, which 
resulted in the shooting of Vandyke, 
the bullet taking effect two inches 
above the heart. Vandyke was taken 
to Grand Forks, where he has a wife 
nnd dnughter, the latter nbout nine¬ 
teen years old. Mr. Vandyke has been 
employed by the railroad for eight 
rears. 

Interest In the Till Case. 

Pembina people nre much interested 
rn the case of Joseph Till, an inmate of 
the state penitentiary under u life sen¬ 
tence, for which a pardon Is sought to 
be obtained. Attorney W. J. Knee- 
ila.w made an application for his par¬ 
don to Gov. Fnnclier. who has the mat¬ 
ter under consideration. Till was a for¬ 
eigner who got Into trouble shortly af¬ 
ter his arrival in this country, and his 
rlcttrn was a man uaraed Miller, whose 
wife was also said to have been con¬ 
cerned, If not in the crime, at least In 
Its Inspiration. Till was prosecuted by 
States Attorney N. C. Young, who is 
uow a member of the supreme benct* 
»f the state. There Is much Interest In 
the matter up In Pembina county, and 
a local Journal there snys It promises 
to become the local “Dreyfus affair.” 

New Elevator at Wilton. 

Gen. Washburn’s new tlevntor nt 
Wilton, the first of the new towns on 
the line of his railroad north from Bis¬ 
marck Is completed, nnd will be open 
for the purchase of wheat the first of 
the week. The building of the elevat¬ 
or by Gen. Washburn will save the 
farmers a haul of from forty to fifty 
miles. The capacity of the elevator 
Is 55,000 bushels, and It Is the first of a 
number that will be erected by the gen¬ 
eral along the line of his road. 

Mrs. Seize-thc-Bcar, a full-blooded 
Sioux squaw ou the Standing Rock In¬ 
dian reservation, has given birth to 
triplets, all of whom are thriving. The 
birth of more than one child Is consid¬ 
ered by the Indians to be proof of the 
displeasure of the Great Spirit, aud In 
some cases It la stated that these plu¬ 
ral births have been feared and the 
children not permitted. Such Is not 
the case with Mrs. Seize-tbe-Bear. The 
ivent was celebrated by the Indians in 
true Indian fashion, and there Is ap- 
[parently great satisfaction over the 
god fortune of Mr. and Mrs. Selze-the 
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The new lignite process now being ' 
Invested by many German capitalists 
Is creating great Interest throughout 
the Northwest, and It in agreed It will 
be a great thing for North Dakota If 
the converting plants are established. 

At Willlston, which Is but two years - 
old, a new court house and public w> 
building, costing Upwards of $10,000, 
are fast nearing completion, aud a fine 
brick store and opera house building, 
50x100 feet, is well under way. 

Many of the Russian settlers In the 
West this fall linve shared a portion of 
their living with their friends in the T 
fatherland, who have not been so for- r 
tunate, and, in fact, nre in very hard 
circumstances, owing to a failure of 
crops. 

Work has commenced on the New 
Catholic church at Oakes. The build- , 
lng Is to bo 30x50 feet In size, and will V 
probably be built of concrete. So far\« 
as known, it will be heated with a fur¬ 
nace. The cellar for the furnace Is 
now being dug. 

The debt that has been hanging for 
seventeen years over the Presbyterian 
church at Tower City has been finally 
liquidated by the Literary Tea Cup. 

This society has devoted all the pro¬ 
ceeds from Its societies and entertain¬ 
ments to this purpose. 

The city council of Bismarck has 
passed an ordinance granting to the 
Soo the right-of-way Into the city. The 
privilege is conditional. The company 
must have its road ironed and have a 
station in operation by Dec. 1, 1900, 
otherwise the grant lapses. 

The Langdon Electric Light conipa- 
ny has issued notice that there will be J „ 
an advance of 50 per cent in the sched¬ 
ule of the price of lights. This Is ow¬ 
ing to the advance In gasoline, which 
is used to furnish power for the plant. 

The management will substitute steam 
poAver. . j 

It is estimated that during the cold Y 
weather there are 5,000 tons of coal 
consumed each day in North Dakota, 
and during the present mild spell only 
about 2,000 tons are used. In conse¬ 
quence, the coal dealers are slightly 
behind in their profits and are anxious 
for cold weather. 

Mayor Smith of Tower City has is¬ 
sued an order to arrest any one found 
gambling in any shape or form In that 
place. He says that It don’t look very 
well to see the boys flipping quarters 
in tlie siroets nnd shooting emps in the 
doorways ou Sunday morning when 
the people are going to church. 

According to the commissioner of! 
general immigration, X’orth Dakota re-' 
ceived 2,016. South Dakota. 2,099 im¬ 
migrants last year. Of this number, 
the greater part were Germans, and all 
but three laborers. Of the three with 
professions, one was a clergyman, one 
a physician aud one not designated. 

Couse’s grocery store at Valley City 
was burglarized, and a knife found 
in the rear of the place, where they 
had broken open the cash register gave 
a clue that led to the arrest of the 
thieves. They were two young men 
named Axel Wold and Thomas Flynn, 
and they confessed having done the 
deed. 

David Dean, formerly of Mandan, 
was drowned in the Pacific ocean re¬ 
cently, having fallen from the rigging 
into the sea. The young man left 
Mandan for the Klondike in 1897, -put 
afterwards changed his route, and 
shipped aboard a vessel for Hong 
Kong. He had made several trips . 
fore the accident which resulted in livjf I 
death. , 

Lost Spring Deputy Fish Warden 
Hurst of Devils Lake placed eleven 
young pickerel in the artesian well ba¬ 
sin to see if they would live. They 
lived and escaped into the sewer, 
where they still flourish. Next sum¬ 
mer, when tourists weary of the 6ight 
of the sea serpent, as he rears his crest 
above the bounding billows of the 
lake, they can vary the monotony by 
pulling mammoth pickerel out of the 
city sewers. 

FLICKERTAILS ARE HAPPY. 

Fall Farm Work la aa Advances 
Stater—Fanco Matters. 

This has been an unusual fall In the 
Red river valley. Many of the farmers 
ore still plowing and here, nt the end 
of the month, Che ground Is not frozen 
an inch, and the soil is in as good con-, 
dition for cultivation as in AugustJ 
The freeze-up once occurred here, in 
October, and is generally expected 
about Nov. 10. Tlie unprecedented fine 
weather has given the farmers an Op¬ 
portunity to clear up the work better 
than has ever been done. At least three 
weeks have bc-en knocked off this end 
of tlie winter, and the people are feel¬ 
ing better than ever. The good Aventh- 
er, in addition to the prosperity, has 
about convinced North Dakotans that 
the land of the flickertatls Is the 
choicest spot on earth. 

Miss Penny, the Red Cross nurse, 
who Avas so popular with the regiment, 
and who lias established herself as 
head nurse In a local hospital, may re¬ 
move to Washington state on acco-.mt 
of illness In her brother’s, family. 

The new Episcopal church Is en¬ 
closed. nnd the Interior work avIII be 
hurried up so services can be held 
Christmas. When the building is def¬ 
eated an effort will lie made to get 
Bishop Walker, uoav of Buffalo, N. Y., 
to preach tlie dedicatory sermon, as be 
was the first missionary bishop to this 
state and had charge of the work for 
so many years in bis famous mission¬ 
ary car. 

Government In Slow Pay. 

Although it is nearly two years since 
the North Dakota troops Avere called 
Into the service of tlie government, the 
government hns not yet completed Its 
repayment to the state of the expenses 
Incurred in the mobilization of the 
troops. The total expense of mobiliza¬ 
tion was something like $10,500, nijd 
of this amount all but $500 has bafcn 
paid. There la a hitch over tnefMile¬ 
age and per dleiu for the State band at 
Lisbon, which was encamped with the 
troops at Fargo, but which was not 
called Into the service of the govern¬ 
ment. Because of this latter fact the 
auditor of claims holds that the mile¬ 
age and per diem of the band Is not a 
Just charge against the United States. 

The state officials hold that, as the 
band would have been mustered In If 
called for, tbey are entitled to pay for 
the time spent In camp at Fargo. It is 
probable that tbe amount will be paid 
ultimately by tbe government. S’ 
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
